thenceforth be condemned or procvedcd againft upox any capstall law ; that though he 
could not for the prefent repeddle or refcind the lawes infistting onely percuntary multts 
npon Roman Catholsques, yet he would [a mittigate thers, as fhould pleafe al oblige Ls 
Carholique Subjelts to him; andif the Marriage proceeded, bis Dangkter-tn-lam |ould 
find him ready to wndulge all favours that {hee fhould requeft of him nthe bebalfe of thofe 
of ber Religson ; fignifying likewifle, thar he had goven his Aniwer to the former Arti- 
cles and demands of the King of Spaine ; as appeares by this following Letter of King 
F ames to the Spanifh King, found among the Lord Cottingtons papets.

doubt acknowledge. Whichif the Pope had knowne whenthele anfwers were given 
by him tothe Articles, itis to be prefumed, he would not fo much have infifted upora 
that poynt. But for whatioever may concerme that bufinefle, We have fo fully declared 
Our Selte anto the late King of Spasby Our Letter of the 27. of April! 1620. under 
Our hand and Seale, as We hope the King of Spasne refts {atisfied, both with the extent 
of Our promifein that behalfe, and with the aflarance of performance; which ie as 
rnuch as in honour can be required at Oar hands, or as We can grant, eonfidering the 
face of Our affaires and government.

The Accommodation of the differences in Religion, 

All thofe articles which came from Reme, to which his Mayefty cooke no exception 
in his direAions to che Earle of Brifoll under his band, of che minth of September, paf- 
fed as not difallowed by his Majefty ; chefe wherein there remained any difference are 
accomrmaodated in the forme following. 


He forme of the Celebration isallowed in fuch fort as it was agreed of in Eng 
land, fo likewife the oath to be taken by the Infanca’s Servants. 

The Article for the Church is thus to be under{tood, that at one ftanding houfe Sainc 
James,or where the houfhould is to remaine, there muft bea Church for burying and 
marrying, and chriflening, &c. it being altogether unfir that all meane people, belon- 
eine to her fervice fhould be married or chriftened in her Chappell within her Pallace, ' 
but this is not underftood of any Chureh in Lozdon, but one to bebuilc adjoyning to 
the Pallace. . 

Whereas it is faid, that her Servants are precilely to be Catholiques, for that it fee-'' 
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med not fitti#g to capitulare any thing that might be exclutave to the Proteftants, it is 
left indifferenc that her Servants may be Catholiques. 

Where it is required by the Pope, quod Ecclefiaftici nulls legibus fubjaceant nift 
{uorum [uperiorum Ecclefialtscoram, The Divines inanimoufly delivered herr cpi- 
mion, that this King cannot by capitulation fabject the Clergy co the Civill Magiftrate, 
neither hath he that power hinafelie 1h Spaive, and chey preluppofe that thofeof the 
Ipfanta’s Family ate to have the fame immunity as in Spaine, but they have qualified 
che Article what is poffible, and they fay fome fuich courfe may be fetled therein ag 
may give hisMajelty fatisfaction, either by banithing thetn,6r fending them with their 
procetle into Spaines ot forme other court which may be agréed upon, and it will be 
inhis Majefties power in any foule cate, to doe that by way of fact which they cannot 
capitulate ; howfoever, it was not held fit co break fo great a bufinefle upon the dif- 
puse of acafe which is like never to happen. : | ;

Touching the education of the Children, quad educentur in Religrone Catholica, is 
abfolutely omitted ; and whereas the Pope requires they thould be in the govern- 
ment of the Mother, che Sonnes untill fourteene, the Daughters unrill ryelve, the Ar- 
ticleis oncly cill feven, with a private Promife untill nine,and this King preffing it may 
be untill cen. 

Asfor the bousm publicum required by thePope.all particulars which were propoun. 
ded, as the fufpending the peenall Lawes, &c. are now omitted, onely that the Catho. 
liques may live without petfecution, not giving f{candall, and this to be done by hig 
Majefties owne Grace and Clemency, without any publique Capitulation ; onely the 
King and Prince to promile 1t nto the King of Spa:me by their private Letters. 

The Articles of Religion being thus accommodated betweene the two Kings, King 
Fames who had formerly by his Agent Gage fent Lettersto Rome to the Pope (where-

he Breve, and Zon/ignor_Aquas the Popes Secretary (who was prefent at the two laft 
Seffions) draw fome Inftructions for Monfignor de Maffini the Nuntio, now refident 
in che Court of Spaine. andinthe following Congregation held the 29. thefe things 
were feene and allowed, and che next day prefented to the Pope, and allowed by him. 
Concerning the particulars of the proceeding here, of difficulties overcome, and of 
whar yetremaineth to be done, Thave givena large account to Malter Secretary Cal- 
vert. by which if your Majefty receive not thar entire fatisfaction which we, who have 
laboured therein, have moft earneftly defired, I fhall moft humbly befeech your Maje- 
fty to beleeve; firft, chat we have left no diligence undone by which we could hope to 
remove impediments; and fecondly, that fuch difficulties as are either {pent or yet to 
be admitted, have been laid hold by che Cardinals, neither co fruftrate or prolong this 
Treaty, but out of an opinion that they could not otherwife fecure their Con{cience, 
proceed upon a juit and valuable ground, and fatisfie the judgement of fnch difcreet 
perfons, as may in times en{uing underftand the paflages of this great bufineffe.. And

The difpatches which We have received from you by Exdimion 
Bbc, doe give Us faticient affurance that chere hath not wanted in you nor in 
Out ordinary Ambafladour Sir walter Afton, that faithfull endeavour and diligence, 
ro expedite thofe great bufinefles you have in.charge, which We could expect or re- 
quire at your hands, fer which Weare pleafed to returne you both Our gracious accep 
ration and thanks. You will fee by chat which We have fub{cribed unto the Articles 
you fent.Vs, and by the Letters which We and Our Soune have both writen unto Our 
Brother the King of Spaine, how well We approve of what hitherto hath been done, 
and what you have promifed and undertaken in your name ; which being, as We hope 
the period of all cheir demandsin that kind, We with youto proceed unto the rem- 

orall Arricles, and to conclude and confummate the whole bufinefle now, according 
co the Commiffions you have, as foone as poffibly you may, that chere may be no fur- 
cher delay, Concerning that other unfortunate knotty affaireof the Palatimate, to 
fay the truth, as things ttand, We cannot tell what you could have done more then you 
have already. And whereas you write that the King of Spaine and his principall Mmi- 
fers there, did find Our lat Propofitions fomewhat ftrange, you fhall underftand thae 
the caufe why We fent you fuch {trict and peremptory Inftructions was, for that che 
Chancelour of Our Exchequef found nothing ‘but palpable and grofle delayes at Bra.

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firft propoundedby Our Selfe, offering onely to accept it upon tuft if We will put it 
into her her hands,wichout obliging her felfe to reflore it againe ; which V We take to 
be a great difrefpe&t, if nota fcorne. And therefere being refolved not to treat with 
her any more abont it, it is Our pleafare that. you {half prefently deale with the King 
of Spaine co thie fame parpofe, and to make him an offer of Frankendale trom Vs by 
way of feqneftration, upon the condition aforelaid, of reftitution in the State as it nov 
ftands, whether the peace with the Emperour fucceed ornot ; and if he accepr it, that 
he will fignifie fo much to Vs under his hand, and give order for the prefent receiving 
it accordingly, for che cafe will not admit ahy long time of treaty. : 

In your laft difpatch you advertife Vs,that the King of Spasne hath Written spins 
very effectually unto the Emperour about chefe affaires of the Palutizate. VVe doe 
much defire to know what the particulars of chat Letter were, and to what efeat, and 
what other endeavonrs that King intends to ufe for procturing Vs {acistaction therein, 
whereof VVe require you to informe Vs as particularly as you may,hecaule you know 
itconcernes Vs muchto have that bufinefle ata point. There are fome o: lier matcers 
concerning Our fervice which VVe have commanded Our Secretary to impart unto 
you, and therefore will hold you ng longer nowy, but with youhealth anda eood fixes 
cefle in your affaires.

The Articles concerniug Religion being thus concluded and figned by the King ahd 
Prince; the Lawes againit Jefuits, popith Priefts and Recufanis by promife fuipen- 
ded for the future, all imprifoned Roman Catholiques of all forts enlarged throngh- 
out his Majefties Dominions, the free exercile of their Religion withont moleftation, 
promi(ed in exprefle termes and the Marquefle of Buckingham hereupon then writing 
into Spaine (asthe (2) French Mercury informes us) That our Inforosers, Purfevants, 
Prifons, (honla from thenceforth ferve no more but for our owne Minifters and otker 
perfons xealous of oHr Relsgron, (which hath ever fince experimentally proved moft 
true) King James made no doube at all, but that the Pope would prefently grant the 
Difpenfation, and che Spaniard without more delayes confummate the marriage. To 
haften which King James (as the fame (>) AZercury records, and { have ctedibly heard 


* the fame from others) aflembling his Privy Counfell rogether, Febr. 25. 1622. made a 


long Oration to them (which he recites at large) che fumme whereof wasthis: Thae 
the Roman Catholiques in England had [uftamed great and intolerable {urcharges, mpo- 
fed upon their goods, bodies, confcsences, during Queen Elizabeths resgne, of which they 
honed to be relieved 1n his ; that his Mother fuffered martyrdome im this Realme fer 
the profeffiono the fard Catholique Religion; a Religion which had been publiquely 
profe [fed for many ages sn thisRealme,confirmed by many great and excellent Emperours, 
and famons in all Ecclefiafticals Hiftories, by an infinite namber of Martyrs, who had 
fealed t with thei blood : That the Catholiques well knew that there was tn him a | rand 
“affettion to the Catholique Religzon, snforsuch thar they beleeved at Rome that is did 
but diffemble his Religzon to obtaime the Crowne of England : That now he had mature. 
ly confidered the penury and calamities of the Roman Catholiques, whe were in the 
number of bis fathfull Subjetts,and Was refolved to relieve them; and therefore did frone 
thenceforth take all hisRomanCatholike Subjetts into his protettion, permitting them the 
Liberty and intire exercife of their Religion, and liberty to celebrate the maffe, with other 
divine offices of their Religron withont any inquifition, proceffe, or moleftation from that 
day forwards ; and Likews{e wilt and ordaine that they {hall be reftored to all their eftates, 
lands fees & (ergnortes ar dre-eftabli{hed in them;commandsng all hts Magiftrates, Tu. 
fiices, and other Officers what foever inthis behalfe to holdtheiwr hands ; and for what 
caufe foever it be, not to attempt hereafter, to grieve or moleft the asd Catholiques, nei- 
ther in publique nor private, in the liberty of the exercife of thew Religton, upon pane 
of being reputed guilty of high treafon,and difturbers of the Kingdon peace and repofe ; 
this being his will and definstive fentence. 

But notwithftanding all thefe compliances and favours tothe Roman Catholiques, 
thofecrafty Machiavillians had a further deeper plot, both upon King James, the 
Prince, the old and young Prince Palatine,and Protest ant Religion,which they muft ef. 
£eét by delayes;namely.to betray the Prince into theSpaxiards power,by engaging him

ton, Porter,Gage,and other inftruments,who contrived rhe Princes dangerous. Jout- 
ney into Spaine,to pervert the Prince in his Religion, ro make him and all his’ Chil- 
dren profetied Roman Catholikes,and the Prince Palarime too, and by this meanes 
co fet up Popety in their Dominions to fapprefle the Proteftant Keligion, and Pro- 
f-ffors of it in all places,that fo the Pepe might become Lord Paramegnt. over them 
and all cheir Sudjects,and they his fworne Vaflalls, How far the Archbithop. .»was 
privy and aflittanr to this defigne,you may partly readin the Breviat of his life, Pe 3.

© Nations, and to the ages yet to come. Sé that having merited the Principalities 
¢and firtt places of blefledneffe-in heaven, they: have obrained on earth* the trum- 
€phant ofnaments of liolinefle. And although now the diate of the Englifh Church 
«is alteted. we fee neverthelefle the Court of great Brétaine, adorned and furniihed 
«with morall Virtues,which mieht ferve to dupport the charity thac we beare unto 
“her, and be an ornament to the name of Chriftianity, if withall {the could have for 
«her defence and protection the orthodox and catholike truth ; Therefore by how 
«much the more the Glcry of your moft noble Father, and the apprehenfion of your 
© Royall inclination delights us, with fo nauch more zeale we defire that the gates of 
« the kingdome of Heaven mighe be opened unto you, and that you might purchafe 
“ro your felfe the love of the univerfall Church. Moreover, it being certain that 
© Gregory the great, of mott blefled memory, hath introduced to the Englith people,

“eo heaven, and what way the temporall Princes have taken to atraine to the ever-

< altation of the holy Chaire; And the courage with which they have affaulred the 
* enemies of the Crofle of Jefus Chrift, hath not beene lefle than the care and thought 
‘ which I have, to the end that the peace and Intelligence which hath hitherto been want~

* ment fot my prefent rerurne, for the reft. Lincreat you to prefent unto his Majefty 
« rhis my humble Anfwer; Whereas his Majelty is pleafed co fa y, that having feene 
the Anfwer to our thicd Memoriall, he doth'not alittle wonder, that I then rooke 
“« his affaires to have been in fo good acondition that I would have proceeded to thé 
 difpofories of che Prince contrary to his order given; Jcis true his Majefty hath 
« jul. caufe to wonder, if he looke upon that Memoriall without the letter that ac-

Wee the calling of a Parliament in this Kingdome, is at no time offo mush 
A. hazzard; where nothing is propounded as a Law; before it firft borrow mo- 
tion from your Majelties immediate allowance under your Great Seale, as 
" itis in England, where there isa Liberty affumed to offer every thing in their 
** owne time and Order; And this Subordination whereunto they have been 
“© led by the Wifdome of former times 5 tsever to bee held as‘a Cacred | Prerogative 
“not to'bee departed from, in no piece to bee broken or infringed; yetis the 
Propofition alwayes weighty, very neceflary to bee ConGidered wich great delibera- 
tion, whether the prefent conjunétute of Affaires doch now advile a Parliament, 
orno? And after a ferious difcourfe with my felfe,' my reafon perfwades mee for 
the Affembling thereof.’ Tee th he ee, 
“(For the contribution from the Counisy cowards ‘the Army eriding in December 
next 
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next,your Majefties Revenue fals fhort twenty thoufand Pounds fterling by yeere,of 
the prefent charge itis burthened withall, befides the vaft debt of fourefcore thou- 
fand pounds Irifh upon the Crown, which yeerly payments alone, are impoffible by 
any other ordinary wayto be intimefupplied , but by the Subje& in Parliament. 
And to paffe to the extraordinary, betore there bee at jeaft an attempt firlt to effe& 
it with eafe, were to love difficulties too well, rather voluntarily to feck them, 
then unwillingly comeet them. And might fecme as well vanity in the firit refpe&, 
fo to affect chem, as faintneffe to bow under them, when they are not to be avoided.

That this great chargeis fuftained, and this great debt contrated, thorough im- 
ployments for a publike good, whereof the benefit hitherto hath been intirely 
theirs. - That there hath been but one Subfidie granted in all this time, nor any o- 
ther Supply but thisContribution; in ape whereof your Princély Bounty 
returned them Graces as beneficiall co this Subje& as their Money wasto your Ma- 
jehy ; fo as their fubftance hating been foincreafed, under the guard of your 
Wifdomeand Jutftice; So little ifflued hence from them; The Crowne {0 prefled 
only fortheir good ; And fo modeft a calling upon them now for a fupply, which 
in all Wifdome, good Nature and Confcience, they.arenotto deny; fhould they 
not conforme themfelves to your Gracious will, their unthankfulneffe to God,and

A neceffary Introduttion to the Archbifbop of Cantshis Tryall; 


forcing a prefent agreement, if not the good one wee would, yet the belt wee éould 
get: And fo imbolden them to make, and flatter themfelves to gaine their owne 
Conditions ; and Conditionsare not to bee admitted with any Subje&ts, ‘effe 
&¢ with thie People, where your Majelties abfolute Soveraignty goes much higher, 
¢ then it istaken, perhaps, to doein England. 

And laftly, there being fome of your MajeltiesGraces, which being pafled into 
Lawes, might bee of great prejudice to the Crowne : and yet it being to bee feared 
they will prefle for them all; and uncertaine what humour the denying any of 
them might move in their minds; I conceive, under favour, it would bee much bet- 
ter to make two Seffions of it, oneinSammer, theotherin Winter. Inthe for- 
mer to fettle your Majelties fupply, and\in the latter, to ena& fo many of thofe 
Graces, as in Honour and Wifdome fhould bee Judged equall: when the putting 
afide of the reft might bee of no ill confequence to other your Royall parpofes. 

All the ObjeGtions I am able to fuggeft unto my félfe, aretwo: That it might 
render fruitlelfe the intended improvement upon the concealments, and prejudice 
the Plantations of Connaghand Ormond. The tirfter, may eafily be helped, by a fhort 
Law propounded in my difpatch to my Lord Treafurer.  And,pofito, that there no 
other Law paffe the firtt Seflion; the fecond, is likewife fufficiently fecured. 

Then it is to bee forefeene what your Majefty will demand, how to induéeand 
purfue the fame, for the happy fettlement of the Regall Rights and Powersin this 
more fubordinate Kingdome. .

“This, t6°afcerraine the payments of your Ar- 
my, and to ftrike off the Debts of youirCrowne; that, for the enaCting of all fuch 
profitable and wholfome Laws, as a moderate and good people may expett from 
a Wife and Gracious King. 

That this being the order of Nature, Reafon, and Civility, your Majefty ex- 
pe&ts it fhould be intirely obferved, ahd your felfe wholly intrufted by them; which 
they are not onely to grant to bee fitin the general] cafe of King and Subjects, but 
ought indeed to acknowledge it with thankfulneffe due to your Majefty in particu- 
lar, when they look back, and call to mind; how, for their eafe, you were content 
to take fix{core thoufand pounds (which their, Agents gave to bee paidin three ) 
in fix yeeres: and not barely fo neither: but to dou leyour Graces towards them 
the whil’ft, which they have injoyed atcordingly, much to their advantage, and 
greatly to theloffe of the Crown. 

And that confidering the Artmyhath been reprefented over to your Majclty from 
this Counfell, and ina manner, from the body of this whole Kingdome, to bee 
of abfolute neceffity to give comfort to the quiet minds in their honeft labours, to 
containe the licentious Spirits within the modeft bounds of fobriety . ic confilts 
not with your Majefties Wifdometo give unto the World, no not the apparence 
of fo much improvidence in your owne Counfels, of fo much forgetfulnefle in a 
cafe of heir fafety; asto leave that Pillar of your Autority and their Peace. unfet 
for continuance, at leaft, one fix moneths before the Wearing forth of their 
Contribution, 

Therefore your Maiclty was well aflured, in conformity to the rules of Reafon 
and Judgement, they would itogehs grant three Subfidies to bee paid in three 
yecres, to difengage the Crowne of fourfcore ‘thoufand pounds debt: and conti- 
nue their Quarterly payments cowards the Army foure yeeres longer: in which 
time ic was hopefull, (fuicable to your Graciousintentions ) {ome other ex pedient 
might bee found out to maintaine the Army, without further charge to them at 
‘all. ~VVhich Law paffed, they fbould haveas much leifiure to ina&t for themfelves 
at after asthey could defire, either now or im winter! Nay, your Majefty woutld 

‘be gratioufly pleafed with the affitance of your Counfell to advife ferioufly’ wish 


them, that nothing might remaine elther apthought of, or denyed, conducing to 
: the 
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the publike good of this Kingdome. But ifthey made difficulty to proceed with 

your Majeity in this manner, other Counfels mutt be thought of , and little tobee 

relyed or expected for from them. 

Tam not to flatter your Majefty {0 farre, as to raife any hope on that fide that 
all this fhould be granted, but by prefling both, and efpecially the continuance of 
the quarterly payments to the Army, which chey dread above any earthly thing 3’ I 
conceive it probabie,that to determine & lay a{leep(as they think }the contribution; 
and inacknowledgement of your Majeities happy acceffe to the Crown, they may 
bedrawn toa prefentGift of chree Subfidies payable in three yeares; which alone 
would keep the Army on foot during that time ; and if my caleulation hold, al- 
molt difcharge thedebt of the Crowne befides. 

Forthus } make my Eitimate, the contribution from the Country is now but 
twenty thoufand pounds fterling by the yeere, whereas I have good reafon to trult 
each Sublidy will raife thirty choufand pounds fterling, » And fo there will bee ten 
thoufand pounds for three yeeres over and above the eltablifhment, which thirty 

| choufand pounds tterling, welland profitably iffued, will I truft, with Honour’ to 
| your Majelty, and moderate fatisfaGtion to the parties, ftrike off che whole fourfcore 
thoufand pounds Irifh, which in prefent preffeth fo fore upon this Crown: 

And then Sir, after that, in AZich aelmas Terme, all beneficiall A&ts for the Sub- 
| je& bethought of, as many, no fewer, nor nomoreina&ted, then were fitin ho- 
» . ‘hour and wifdome to be granted : If for aconclufion to this Parliament, we could. 
gain trons them other two Subfidies, to buyin Rents and Penfians toten thoufand 
> _ pounds yearly value; (athing they are inclinable unto, as is mentioned in my 
| difpatch to'the Lord Treafurer) I judge there were a happy iffue of this Meeting ; 
| and thavic fhould through Gods blefling appeare to the world ina few yeeres, you Note. 
| & had without charge made a more abfolute Conqueft of this Nation by your 

& wifdome, then all your Royall Progenitors have been able to accomplith by their 
<¢ Armies, and vatt expence of Treafure and Blood. 

Thee being the ends, in my aes Opinion, which are to bee defired and: at- 
tained,the be(t meanes to difpofe & fitall concurring caufes thereunto, are not to be 
forgotten : and therefore as preparatives, I make bold to offer thefe infuing 
particulars. 

Tc (eemes to mee very convenient, a Committee bee forthwith appointed of fome 
few of us here, totake into confideration all the Bils intended when there 
yas a Parliamentto have been called in thetime of my Lord Falkland; fuch as fhall 
be judged beneficial ,to make them ready; fuch asmay be ef too much prejudice to 
theCrown,tolay them afide; and todraw. up ethers which may chanceto have 
been then omitted: this worke may bee by the Committees either quickned 
or fore-(lowen, as the Parliament proceeds warmer or cooler in your Majetties 
Supplies, 

eats that your Majefties A&ts of Grace directed to my Lord F alkland the foure 
and twentyeth of Aday, 1628. may bee confidered by fuch of your Counéell in 
England, as {hall pleafe your Majefty toappoint, there being many matters therein 

_ contained, which in a Law would not futurely fo wellfore with the Power regui- 
fiteto bee upheld in this Kingdome, nor yet with your Majelties prefent profit, 
which hath perfwaded me to except againft fuch, as I hold beft to be filemtly pafled 
over; andtotranfmita Paperthereof to my Lord Treafurer, 

It is tobe feared, the meaner fort of Subjects here, live under the preffures of 
the great Men; and thereis a generall complaint, that Officereexa& much larger 
Fees, then of right they oughtto doe: To help the former,if itbee poffible, f will 
find out two or three to make examples of. And to remedy thelatter 5° grant outa 
Gommiffion for examining, regulating, and fetting downe Tables of Fees, in all 
your Courts,fo as they {hall find your Majetties goodneffe and jaftice watching and 
caring for their proteétion and eafeboth in private and publike refpe&s.

chie throughout the Realme of England, having Offictalls, Vicars-Generall, Provin- 
cialls, Arch-Deacons,@c, inevery County almoft, as there you may reade ar large, 
aad in the Popes Briefe, lately published by {peciall order cf Parliament. Hee had 
Commifion to profer a Cardinails Cap ro the Archbifop, and fed others with hopes 
and promifes of vacant Cardinalls Hats and other Dignities;to make them more jn- 
duftrioufly zealous to drive on his defignes. By the Archbithop of Canterburtes the 
Nunciees and thefe Fefuites meanes the Scotifh Troubles, Warres were firtt raifed, 
and revived againe, when pacified without bloudthed. 

What influence the Popes Wuncio, Jefnites, Priefts, Papifts, in andabour London 
had in the raifing, fomenting, maintaining, driving on the Scotifh differences, 
and Warres, you may reade at large in Romes Master-peece, andthe Popith Regal! 
Faveurite,to which for brevity I'refer you,and hall add fome new evidences of it in 
due place: What an Arch-Stickler and Incendiary the A rch-bithop was therein,what 
methods, in{truments,policies & councells he ufed ro fornent and Protviore the fame 
you may reade in the Articles exhibited againft him in Parliament by the Scotith 
Commiutfioners, and I fhall here give you afummary account thereof out of fuch 
Authentick Letters, Papers which Gods providence hath brought unto my hands. 

The Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury having madea very large facceffefull pra- 
greffe in the introduction, advance of many Popifh Doétrines, Superftitions, Cere. 
monies, Innovations in our Church of Engl, by fundry fecrer policies and open vi0- 
Jent perfecutions (referved for their proper place, and therefore omitted in this 
Antroduttion to his tryall,) had a defigneto introduce the fame. not Onely into [re- 
land, where hewas Dominus fac totum, whiles he was Bifhop of Lordon, having the 
Lord Deputie, Conncell, Bifheps, and Clergie there at his owne becke, and devotton (as 
appeares by fundry Letters thence;) bir likewife into the Church of Scotland, where 
the Bithops and Court-Clergy were exceeding prone, but the orher Minifters and 
people very averfe to entertain them. Whereupon he was no fooner warme in his 
A’ch-bithoprick, bur he begins to fet on foote his defi gnes upon the Chyrch of Scoe- 
fand:to which end he firft praétifed to bring certain new orders, & Ceremonies into 
his Majefties Chappell there,to make that the only patterne by degrees to which all 
orher Churches there fhould confortne,as he made the * Kings Chapell here in Exg/. 
the only rule, and Canon which all Cathedralls, Chapells, and parifh Churches were 
to bee regulated by. To this end the drawes up certaine Articles coficerning his

After this when I was able to ficup, he came to meagaine, and told te} It was his 
Majelties pleafire that I fhould receive fome initructions ffom fome Bifhops of Scar. 
land concerning a Lyturgie that he was imployed about it, Itold hinyT was Clearé 6F 
opinion,’ that if His Majeltie would have a:Lyturge ferled there ditterent ftom what 
they had already; it was belt to take the Englith Lycargie without any variation, chat 
fo ‘the. fame Service book might paffe through all His Majeftiesy Dominions. . Torhis 
hee replyed; that hewas of contrary opinion, and thar‘not he only, bur rhe\Bifhops 
chere, choughr their Countriemen would be much better fatisfied, if a Lytirgie were 
made by cheirowne Bithops, ‘but withall that ic might be according tothe forme of

And in this 
cafe 1 held che bufineff: for cwo if not three yeare ar leat, Afterwards the Scottifh 
Bithops ftill prefling His Majeftic that a Lyturgie made by themfelves, and in fome 
things different from the Englith fervice would relifh better with their Countrymen, 
they prevailed. wich His Majeltie at la(t to have it fo, notwith{tanding all I could fay 
or doe tothe contrary.

For they could uot but fore-(ee, that that courfe would adde a great deale 
of heartning and encouragement to the Puritan Party. edd therefore tis no wonder, #f fuch 
Lerds ana others as were tll-affetted tothe Lyturgy , were eafie in giving way tothat (eun- 


fell.which they could not but fee would advance to their own ends. But that my Lord of Rofie

His Majesty lekewife takes it exceeding well from your Lord|hip, that you have-deate 
with thé City of Edenborow for maintenance for [uch as {hall take uponthensto read the 
Lyturgy : And takes it as well from the.(ity it felfe, from whom I have received a very 
faire and difcreet Letter, which I have fhewed his Aajefty, and writ the City an eAn- 
_fwer by this Returne, and given them His Majefties thanks , which indeed hee com- 
manded mee to doe very heartily : And in trush they deferve it, especially as the 
times flande . 

es for the Ministers of Edenborow , Lkuow the refufall of L4r Ramfay, and 
My Rollock : But that any other of them fiuck at it; or.that any Bilhops feeme nor to be 
forward, ts more then I heard till now : But for that of Mr Ramiey ,or any of the Bi- 
fhops that would have fomewhat amended, if that fhould be yeelded unto now ( unleffe they 
frould be able togive fuch reafon againff it, as know they cannot.) 1t would mightily di- 
flonourthe King, who to my knowledge hath carefully lookt over, and approved every 

word in this. Lyturgy ‘end 1 doubt, et would utterly deftroy the fervice it felfe: For while 
one man out of a humour diflekes one thing, and another another; by that time every mans 
diflike were fatisfied, I doubt there would be but little left to ferve God with : Befides, it is 
not smprobable but that fome men would bee as earneft to bave the felfe fame thing kept 
in, which others would fo fine thruft out , what ere it bee: And that may makes grow 
up into a formall contefiation upon ome particulars,and quite diftemper the fervice. Bur 
whereas you write thar fome Bifhops [peake plainely that if their Opinions had been craved, 
they would have advifed the amending of fome thing: Truly for that ,andin thatway I 
wold withall my heart they had feene it : And why my Lord of St Andrews and they 
which were trufiedby the King, did not diferectly acquaint every Bifhop with et, confide- 
ring that every Bifhop muft be ufed in their feverall Dioceffes, [bow noreafon 5 and fure 
Lamthere was no prohibition upon them. And fince [heare from others that fome excep- 
tion ts taken, becau{e there ts morein that Lyturgy infome few particulars , then is in the 
Lyturgy in England, why didthey aot then admit the Lyturgy of England without meré 
adoe? But by their refufallof that, and the diflike of this ,’tis more then: manifeft they 
would have. nether, perbapsmone at all,were they lefttathemfetves: But my Lord to your 
Selfe only, and in your care; A Great favour you should doe mee, if you will get my Lore 
of Galloway te fet me down in briefe Propofitions without any further difcour/e , all the

After this, divers Treatéfes written again{t the Service-Book in Scotland, were fent 
thence to the Arch-bifhop; foure whereof he received thence October 12, 1637) as 
appeares by their Indorfements with his own hand, with which I fhall not trouble 
the Reader; the fubftance of allofthem being long fince printed. _, 

From this time till about Fane 1638. the bufinefle of the Service-Book was carried on 
and preffed by the Arch-bifhops meanes, with fundry rigid and terrifying Proclama- 
tions; which not prevailing , what defperate counfels and refolutions werethereupon 
taken up, and by whofe advife , thefe enfuing paflages in fome Lefwites Letters written 
from hence (in French) to their Supesior and other Iefuits at Paris ( which Jef. 
its were more privie to our Counfels and defignes, then moft of the Privie-Coyncel! 
themfelyes, as their Letters intimate) will beft informe us. Thefe Letters by fome 
meanes or other cameto Secretary Windebanks hands, among whofe papers I found the 
Originals themfelyes; out of which I have tranflatedthefe enfuing claufes. 

One of the Letters was thus fuperfcribed,in French, e4u R.Pere P.Gasper Segnifon, 
SUPERIOR de la Maifon profeffe dela COM. DE IESUS, A PARIS; it 
beares date the 28. of Jane 1638. wherein he writes thus in French, out of which I haye 
faithfully tranflated it. 


My Reverend Father, | 
I have not been at London five dayes tn all fince I came from Prance, elfe i 
had not fatled to falute your Reverence, Gc. I have treated with Father Pro- 
vinciall touching a fusce/Sion, but he faith there is fome body who hinders the 
Father General, thathe cannot at all refolve himfelfe as yet to Sendone. but as 
foo as be {hall have refolved, he bath one which he will defign for this places 
but he (peakes not ome fyllable who tt is, and Ihave not at all demanded it. Foy 
my felfe, I continue the defign for Italy, as foon as the time and feafon hall be 
proper,but I know not whether rfball paffe by Parts as 1g0, Gc, 1 know not what 
to fay of Mortimer, the Superior of Scotland, as knowing not whether he hath 
leave to goe or not, wor yet their Procarer who refides iz this Court; for the 
Geuerall bath giver no anfwer tothe reply which Mortimer hath made. The

This Tefuite fent another Letter with this form, writ in French, without any fuper= 
{cription, containing a full relation of the Scottifh troubles and proccedings,to another 
Tefuite (as I fuppofe) in which there is this memorable claufe, containing a refolu- 
tion here taken to fubdue the Scots by force, the Counfellors names, who gave this 
advice, and the inftruments to be ufed in this fervice, to wit, theZrifh, becaufe they 
durft not truft the Exgii{h.

Mafter-piece, from the difcovery of one who was fent from Rome by Cardinal Bar- 
barino into England to affilt Con the Popes Nuncio, and privic to the whole Plot, which 
he revealed out of confcience. How forwardsthe Jri(h Papilts were co affitt the King 
and Prelates, in this unnatural] warre againft the Scots; and what large contribu- 
tions they gave towards the maintenance of the Warte, by the inftigation of Sir Toby 
Matthewes (a lefuite) who went over withthe Lord Deputy Wentworth into Ireland 
for this purpofe, to animate and ftirre up the Popifh party there, to this Pontificall and 
Prelaticall warre, their Subfidiesthere granted in Parliament 1639, and the Prologue 
thereunto, with the Rife and Progreffe of the Irih Rebellion publifhed by Authority of 
Parliament, will fafficiently demonttrate, to jultifie the fe/wites forementioned Letters, 
and intelligence to be no fancie, but a reall verity. 

How the Arch. bifhop carried on this defigne of the warre againft the Scots in Eng. 
land, I fhall give youa briefaccount out of his own , Sir Joba Lambs, and Secretary 
Windebankes Papers. 

The 9. of September, 1 6 38. The Arch-bifhop received from fome great man in 
Scotland a paper thus indorfed with hisown hand. I. That the Garrifons ought to be 
kept at Barwick and Carlile ; Firft, for Defence: fecondly, for 2X urceries. 3, That 
the Affaires of Scotland ought not to be kept fo referved from the ( ouncell of England. 
And the paper beginsthus : That the Scotti/h havea great defire toruine 102, (a Cha- 
racter forthe Arch-bifhop) you need not doubt it, Oc. [befeech your Lord jip not to overs 
charge your felfe by writing to me but at your beff leifure,oc. After which he advyifed the 
keeping of Gatrifonsat Barwick and @arlile. 8c 

In December, the Arch.bifhop received thispaper from Sir Zohn» Burrowes thus in 
dorfed with the Bifhops own hand Rece. Decemb.31- 1638. Sit John Burrowes: A 
briefe Note ont of the Records, what the King may doe for raifing of men in cafe of a 
warre with Scotland. é 


Obfervations concerning warre with Scotland, out of Records. 


Si Lords and others as had lands and livings upon the Borders, were. commanded 
ato refide there, with theirrecinue. 

Thofe that had Caftles neare the Borders, were enjoyned to fortifiethem. 

The Lords of the Kingdome were fummoned by writ to atcendthe Kings Army 
with Horfe and Armout at a ceftaine tithe and place, according to their fervice due to 
the King: or to repaire to the Exchequer before that day, there co make Fine for theit 
faid fervice. . 

So were all Widowes Dowagers of fach Lords as were déceafed. 

So were all Bifhops and Ecclefiafticall perfons. 

Proclamations were likewife made by the Sheriffs in every County, that all men 
holding of the King by knights fervice or fergeancy,, fhould come to the Kings Ars 
my, or make Fine as aforefaid : witha ftrickt command that none fhould conceale 
their fervice under a greac penalty; 

Like Proclamations were made, that all men haying 40.l. land by the yeare,fhould 
come to the Kings Army with Horfe and Armour, 

The Earle Marfhall made a Roll, and entred the appearafrce ofall fach as came and 
tendred their fervice. 

If any failed to come, or to make Fine, their Lands, Tepements, Goods, and Chat- 


tels, were diftrayned by the Sheriffe upon fummons out of the Exchequer. 
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If any pleaded, thathe had attended, he was difcharged upon certificate out ofthe 
Marfhals Roll, ceftifying that he had done his fervice. 

Ifany being come, did depart before the warre ended , their Lands, Tenements, 
Goods, and Chattles were {eized untill they had made Fine, or the King had pardoned 
their offence, ; 

Commiffions went out for levying of men in every County, and bringing them to 
the Kings Army. ; 

Like Commiffions were made for muftering and arraying the Clergy through- 
out Exgland. 

Commiffions were likewife iffued to enquire and punifh all Bayliffs, and other 
Officers, that for reward had fuffered Souldiers to depart before they caime to the 
Kings Army. 

The King appointed certaine Captaines in fuch Counties as bordered upon Scot- 
Jand, to levie able men in thofe Counties, and co bring them with their Horfe and 
Armes to the Kings Army. 4 

Thofe of the bordering fhires were commanded to be ready at eight dayes wat- 
ning, to come unto the Kings Army well armed: and Commiffions were made for 
punifhing fuch as refufed. 

Writs were fent into feverall Counties for certifying the King what number of 
Horfe and Foot every County could afford him in his warres of Scotland. 

The Clergy of England turnifhed the King witha proportion of armed men. 

The Ports were fummoned to attend with their fervice of fhipping. 

The Conftable of Dover Caftle was commanded to guard the Ports, left any by 
comming in or going out there; fhould bring danger tothe Kingdome. 

The Sheriffs of Counties were commanded by writ to make provifions of corne and 
victuals for the Kings Army, and to caufe them to be carried tothe place appointed. 

Writs alfo were fent to divers Townes of Exgland and Ireland y commanding all 
Merchants to bring provifions tothe Kings Army. 

Ships of the Subjet were taken up for tranfporting thofe provifionstoa place af- 
figned. 

Inhibicions were made, that no vidtuals or other munition fhould be tran{ported 
beyond the Seas during the warre. 

Divers Subfidies and Fifttens ranted to the King by the Subje&t towards the war. 

Merchants ftrangers gave the King ayde of money towards the warres of Scotland, 
and lent him divers fummes. 

Thofe of Wales furnifhed the King with a proportion of money toward the war. 

The Lords and Clergy of Ireland were required to contribute toward the war. 

The King fufpended the paiment of his debts for a certaine time, in regard of the 
great occafrons he had to ufé money inthe warres of Scotland. Note thatno particular 
Records wete cited or produced to watrant the Premifes. 

In January he received another Paper from him, which he thus indorfeth with his 
owne hand: Rece. Jan.29. what was fit to be done in point of danger from the Scots, Sit 
jo. Burrowes: 


When Watre was intended again{t Scot/and, three things were 
heretofore taken into [peciall care. 
Firft, how toraife Horfe and Foot, Vidtuals; Ammunition, Money, and other ne- 
ceflaries for chat fervice. 
Secondly, how to fecure the Seas and Sea coafts of the Kingdome, from danger of 
forraigne attempts, while the Kings forces wereemployed in thofe Northera partss 
Thirdly, how to provide for the prefervation of the peace of the kingdome within 2¢ 
elfe, apain{t riots, mutinies , and rebellions whereunto ill conditioned and defperate 
exfons at {uch cimes are eafily moved. 
The firft of thefe hath already in fome {peciall points been expreffed. 
For the fecond, touching the guard of the Seas, fufficient provifion is made by 
the late courfe taken; And 
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And for feeuring the Sea coafts, 
a. The Forts nearethe Sea were fortified and furnifhed with mien and munition. 
a. All perfons that had poffeffions and eftates in matitine Counties, were com- 
manded. by Proclamation to refide there, with their families and retinues. 

3. Beacons were erected inall fitting places. 

4. Certaine light Horfe were appointed by the Country to watch along the Sea 
coa(ts, tu give advertifernent if danger appeared. 

5: All able men of thofe Counties were commanded to be fufficiently armed and 
trained, and put into Companies and Bands under certaine Leaders, who were to be 
commanded by fome one Generall appointed by the King. 


Concerning the peace of the Kingdome. 


r. All conventicles and fecret meetings were ftraightly forbidden by Proclamation; 
and parties offending feverely punifhed. 

2. All fpreaders of Rumours, and tale-bearers were by Proclamation commanded 
to be taken and imprifoned. | ' 

3. Allable men between 16 and 60 yeares of age in every fhire were commanded 
to be fufficiently armed and trained, and to obey fuch Generals as the Xing appointed. 

4. Such as were nor able in body to beare Arms, but had Efftates, wereto maintaine 
at their charges fuch able men as were appointed in their roomess 

The very fame day the Archbifhop procures this enfuing warrant fromthe Councell 
Table to himfelfe and the Archbiflep of York, to write letters to all the Bifhops within 
their feverall Dioceffe, to fummon their Clergy before them,to excite them toa liberal 
contribution againft the Scots: 


At white Hall the 29s of Ianuary, 1638: 


Ii was this day ordered by his Majefty fitting in Councell, That the Lords Arch_ 
ML bifhops of Canterbury and York their Graces. fhould be hereby required and com= 
mahded to write their letters to all the Lords Bifhops in their feverall Provinces ree 
{pectively forthwith to conyene before them all the Clergy of ability in their Dioceffes; 
and to incite them by fuch wayes and meanes as fhall be thought beft by their Lord- 
fhips, to ayd and affift his Majefty with their {peedy and liberall contributions; or 
otherwife, for the defence of his Royall Perfon, and of this Kingdome, againtt ees 
ditious attempts of fome in Scotland, And ‘that the fame bee fent to the Lord Trea= 
furer of England with all diligence.

That chis Warrant was fince forged by him, to which he procured the Kings hand 
is apparant, not only by the frefhnefle of the inke, but by the very Letter he writ 
to the Bifhops of his Province to fet on this Contribution, dated the laft of Zawmary: 
which mentions only the Lords Order, but not one fyllable .of this Warrant of the 
King ; which, if reall, he would have recited in the firft place: His Letters were all 
of this forme, two whereof I have figned with his own hand; and thus endorfed; 
af Copy of thofe Letters which by warrant from the Lords, 1 wrote to the feverall 
Bifbops within my Province, @c. in the bufineffe of Scotland. 


My very good Lord. 

Have received an Order from the Lords of his Majefties moft Honorable Privies 

Councell, giving me notice of the great preparations made by fome in Scotland, both 
of Armes, and all other neceffaries for Warre. And that this can have no other end 
then to invade, or annoy this his MajefliesKingdome of Exgland:For his Majefty, 
having a good while fince moft gracioufly yeelded to their demands. for fecuringthe 
Religion by Law eftablifhed amongft them, hath made it appeare to the World, That 
it is not Religion, but Sedition chat ftirresin them, and fillsthem with this moft irre- 
ligious difobedience, which at laft breaks forth intoa high degree of Treafon againk 
their Lawfull Soveraign. In this cafe of fo great danger;both tothe State and Church 
of England , your Lordthip, I doubt aor and your Clergy under you, will not only 
be vigilant againft the clofe workings of any Pretenders in chat kinde, but very free 
alfo to your power and proportion of meanes left to the Church, to contribute 
towards the raifing of fuch an Army, as, by Gods bleffing, and his Majefties care, 
may fecure this Church and Kingdome from all intended violence. And according to 
the Order fent unto me by the Lords (a Copy whereof you fhall herewith receive: ) 
thefe are to ptay your Lordfhiiptogive a good example in your own perfon; And 
withall convenient {peed to call your Clergy and the abler Schacle-Matters (as 
well thofe which arein peculiars, as others )and excite them by your felf, or fuch Com- 
miffioners as you will anfiwer for, to contribute to this great and neceflary fervice, in 
which, if they give not a good example, they will be miuch to blame. Burt you are 
to Call no poore € urats, nor Stipendaries , but fuch as in other legall wayes of pay- 
ment have been and are by Order of Law bound to pay. The proportion | know noe 
well how to prefcribe to you, buc I hope they of your Clergy, whom God hath 
blefled with better Eftatesthen ordinary,willgive freely, and thereby help the want 
of meanes in others: And I hope alfo your Lordfhip will fo order it, as that every mani 
will atthe leaft give after the proportion of three (hillings tenne pence in the pound of 
the valuation of his living, or other preferment, in the Kings Bookse And this, I 
thought fit to let you further know, That if any men haye double Benefices , or a 
Bencfice and a Prebende; or the like, in divers Diocefles ; yet yout Lordfhip mu& 
eall upon them onely for fuch preferments as they have within your Diocefle, and 
leave them to pay for any other which they hold, to chat Bifhop in whofe Diocefle 
their other preferments are.

cloak to cover and hide (if it might be) their defignes. But now it ap~ 
peares clearely, to the State that they daily ftrengchen themfelves by 
Armes and Munition and other preparations for Warre : And though 
his Majefty hath gracioufly condefcended to more then they could jufte 
ly aske in all things concerning their Religion and theit Lawes, yet they 
goe on ftill, and are fatisfied with nothing but their Rebellious Difo- 
bedience, and have nolefle ayme thento invade or annoy Exgland, The 
Letters to the feverall Bifhops, I have fent as I was commanded, and I 
doubt nor but they and the Clergy in generall will give very freely, to- 
wards this great and neceflary defence of the Kingdome. And becanfe 
this great and common danger cannot be kept ¢ ff, but by acommon de- 
fence ; and for thatthe Reverend Judges and others of the Common-Law 
have bountifully exprefled themfelyes already ; I. amrequired to write to 
you alfo, that you calling to you the reft of the Do@ors of the Com- 
mons, propofe to them now whilemoft of them are together, this great 
and waighty bufine fle belonging as much to their defence as to other mens: 
and let every man fet downe what hee will give to this fervice ; When 
this is done, will acquaint his Majeftie with it, and yours and their for- 
wardneffe herein : And it is expe@ed that you haften, this with all

_ Acthis meeting I underftood that Doftor WWick/e-zhivait is the man in ‘nomi= 
nation for Sandy : He is my old acquaintance, and very, good friend, whom I love 
with all my heart, for I take him to bea right man for the Church; andif ic might 
pleafe God that he might be better accommodated neerer kis own méanes, I 
thinke we fhould mutually rejoyce.

To Mr Thorne fhewed your Letter, and he fhewed me wallingers Petition 
tothe Lords ; To him I fpake nothing at all aboucit; but I befeech you give me 
feave tovent my thoughts of itto you: The hands that delivered it may bea 
Commoners of Bedford but the head that devifed it, hath the countenance of a 
Commiflary, rather then a Commoner of that Town; the inditer maketh familiar 
ufe of divers words that come not within the Cognifance, nor liberty of the Town 
of Bedford: Their Charter furely reacheth not to take up errors and ftrayes of 
youth, that are laid hold on at Oxford; I atm afraid that fome retainers to the 
Commiflary es Court caft an evill eye upon him, becaufe it is like enough he may 
caft an eye upon fome evill, that may be done there. 

I fhall not eafily beleeve that either Smith late vicar of St. Pawls,or Collyer have 
trayned up their Auditors to be fo zealous tohave the King prayedfor according 
to Canon. I would to God they and all the Churches of England might be try- 
ed witha Prayer for the Kings happy journey, and joyfull return out of Scotland , 
to fee how zealoufly they would pray for the converfion, or confufion of their 
own Faction, and how they would make the Pulpits ring with invectives againft 
Puritan Rebellion and Traytors,which as yetare filent enough. * When Treafon 
‘and Rebels is with like zeale detefted, and declaimed againft in Puritans, as in 
‘Papifts ; I fhall beleeve there is fome Religion and Piety inthat Generation.

Fhe King afifted with thefe Contributions, raifed an Army , 2nd marched into 
the * North againft the Scors,geparting from London North-ward March 27.1639. 
and through Gods bleffing on the 17. of Iune following , ahappy Paeification 
and Agreement was concluded and ratified between His Majcfty.and His $ub- 
jects of Scotland, and thereupon the Armies disbanding, and all parties returned 
home with much joy and contentment. 

But Canterbury upon his Majefties return , difliking the Articles of Accome- 
dation as prejudiciall to the Lordly Prelacie, and giving overmuch Ecclefisfticall 
Turifdi@tion to the generall Affembly of Scotland, was very much difcoarented 
and effended at thishappy Pacification, ftiling, it 4 very difhonourable Peace te 
His Majefty, and exceeding prejudicial to the Church ; telling His Majefty , that 
it was made by 4 company of bunting Lerds, \who regarded their own {ports and plea- 
fures, more then Hrs Majefties honor , or the honor and fafery of the Church and 
Realm; and by his violent importunity, caufed His Majefty to difflolveand Nul- 
lifie the Pacification, as difhonotable ; And by Proclamation ‘dated Auguft riz 
1639. to callin fome papers difperfed concerning the Pacification,as feandalous , 
ordering them tobe publikely burnt by the hand of the common Hangman, 
ingaging His Majefty in a newrefolution to fubdue the Scors, and eftablifh both 
a Lordly Prelacy and Liturgy amongft them, by force of Armes. 

Which being refolved on by the perfwafion of this Arch- Incendiary,he thereupon 
projects and refolves upon new. wayes of rayfing moneys without a Parliament by 
way of Loaxe , and thereupon combines with Windebank to fend for feverall Of 
ficers, Iudges, Servants of the King and Queen, and ethers before the Lords .

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the Councell, to fend fuch fums of money towards the rayfing of anew Army , 
and maintaining of anew War againft the Scots, as he was pleafed to prefcribe. 
Hereupon, in November 1639. by the Arch-bifhops directions and procure- 
ment, divers Perfons were fent for before the Conncell Table to tend-and contri 
bute towards the maintenance of this civill Warre, on whom they impofed feve- 
rall fums before hand, which they muft be inforced to contribute, as appears by 
thefe feverall Lifts under windebanks hand :

sed at the Board, to affift the King in extraordinary Wayes , if the Parliament fhould 
prove peevifh and refute to grant Subfidies to maintain this Warre ; the calling of 
this Parliament being made but a Staletoferve this Archprelates papall ends and 
defignes againft the Scors. 

And toteftify this,he moft illegally in February 1639. ( after Writs for calling 
this Parliament iffued) caufed this lift of namesand fums to be given into the couns 
cell Table, of Parties that muft lend the fams affcfled by him for fupport of thefe 
Wars, who were fent for accordingly beforethe Lords,and many of them there en~ 
forced to Jend :

1640. the Parliament called about the Scots affembled, wherein 
many Subfidies were demanded to be prefently granted and levied: before any 
grievances redreffed : in conclufion after much debate, the Parliament on the 5..0f 
May was fuddenly diffolved, and no SubGdies given; buc then the Convocation 
Was continued by the Archbithops means ; who granted the King a large Benevoe 
lence to continue for 3, whole years in nature of 2 intire Subfidies,tomaintain this 
war (againft all Law) to be paid in and levied under fevereft penalties, (of which 
more in due place and made.17. Canons exceeding prejudicial tothe Kings Pres 
Togative, the Parliaments & Subje&ts Liberties, in Jutifying and eftablifning di- 
vers Popith Innova:ions in Religion,in affront of the Parliament;upon whofe diffo- 
lution, divers illegal! means were fet on foot by Canterbury and his Confederates,

according to their abilities and eftates. Hereupona great Arty.was railed in the 
North,and a bloody war likely to have enfued but thatGod by his overrulingPro- 
vidence happily appeafed it without bloodihéd, by 4 Treaty firft, and then by an 
A& of Pacification and Oblivion paffed in the Parliaments of both Kingdoms. 

What Tumults and Libels, the Archbifhops breaking the firft Pacification with 
the Scots,and after that the’ Parliament,occafioned,to the endangering of his Per- 
fon, you may read out of his own Diary in the Breviareof his life, pag. 22, 23. 
which I will notrepeat.

All thefe accidents muft be overcome with 
patience, dexterity , and courage; If the end whither one would go cannot be 
attained with that {peed is deftred, Jearnof Seamen to lye by a wind, and gain 
ground by boarding: I doaffare my felf, chacif wife thonghts be with courage 
putin execution, all difficulties will be overcome ; there mutt nor be any fainting 
by the way, if the hearc fail the legs will never leap over the ditch; and if cou- 
rage be added to wifdom,a Prince is able to overcome any oppofition; what things 
did the Duke of Savoy do with that finall and inconfiderable Country, in refpect 
of Spain and France, with one of which he was in continuall oppofition ? what 
things did King Hexry the feventh Governing well? what King Henry the eighe 
Governing ill? and what doth not the Cardinal of Richeliex bring to pafle if 
he have a defire to effect it ? and all this is done onely by confidering how things 
fhould be done, and by canfing themto be done, and all commands of what kind 
foever will be executed if he that commands hath power to reward and punith. 
I do moft Humbly thank your Grace for your favour toMr. Dedide, and if 
the caufe were my own, I would not defire that any man {hould do more for me 
ther what were very teafonable; if you think it not feafonable to move any thing 
chat may offend my Lord of Holand, I do beleeve that Cuptain Neville is a man 
of fomnch reafon, asthat he will think himfelf obliged to you for your good 
will; but I affure my felf that there is not any leffe your friend then my Lord of 
Holland, and 1 beleeve that at alltimes you ought totake heed co your felf with 
him.

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if the Souldiers doe know that it ts queftioned, they will decide ir by their difobediemee, 
as the Country doth by the Ship-money, and Withfarre more dangereus confequence, 
for the Souldier may bring the Country to reafon, but Who hall compell the Somldier # 
therefore if ir cannot be helped with a Commilfion of Oyer or Terminer, which 
muft be only in the Officer or Officers of the Army, or in fome efpeciall Com- 
miffion of the Kings, fuch as he gives when Noblemen are Arraigned; let him 
then give under his owne hand a Commiffion for the Execution of Martiall Law, 
to him chat will hazard his life and eftate upon the Kings Word.

tion was to bring in the Romith Religion, and root ont Proteftants, They were 
the onely caufe thatmoved the Polowians to take Armes againft the {aid Si- 
gumund, becaufe they had perfwaded him to marry too Sifters, one after the 0- 
ther: both of the Houle of Au(ria. 

They have been the fole caufe of the Warre entered in Germany fince the year, 
1619. as Pope Paulus Quintus did tell the Generall of their Order, called ¥ce- 
le(cus,for their Avarice, pretending to take all the Church-Lands from the Huf- 
fitsin Bobemia to themfelves ; which hath caufed the death of many thonfands, 
by the Sword, Peftilence, and Famine in Germany. 

They have ‘been the caufe of civill Warres in France, during all whichtime 
moving the French King to take armes again{t his own Subjects the Proteftanis, 
where innumerable people have loft their lives,as the Seige of Rochel (and other 
places ) will give fufficient proof: For the Eefuits intentions were to fet their 
fociety in all Cities and Townes Conquered by the King; and quite to abolifh 
the Proteftants. ) 

They were the caufe of the murther of the laft King of France. 

They were the only Projectors of the Gunpowder-Treafon, and their Penitents 
the Actors thereof. ec 

They were the only canfe (namely Father Par/ons that incenfed the Pope to 
fend fo many fulminate Breeves to thefe Kingdomes , to hinder the Oath of Al- 


legiance, and lawfull obedichce to their temporall Prince, that they might ftill 
fith ia troubled waters, . Their 
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Their damnable dottrine to deftroy and depofe Kings,hath been the cauife of the 
Civil Wars, likely:to befall thefe Kingdoms, if God (in his mercy,) do nor {top ir, 

They have been the caufe of the Monopolies projected inthis Kingdome, efpe- 
eially concerning Seape, the Forrcft of Dean, and marking of * Butter Caske, 
where allthe Parties were Partners, and Confederates of the lefuits; as Sir 
Bazill Brookes, fir lobn winter, and a brother in Law of the faid fir Jobys, that 
lived in Worcelterfhire; and Mr. Ployden, whofe: fervant called Baldwyn 
(in my prefence ) about a yeare fiace did deliver to Captaine Read (a fubfticute 
of the Fefuits) a hundred pounds, to be given to a Tefuire who lived in his houfe. 

They have their Lay Brethren which collect duely their. Annuitiesand Rats, 
and play the Merchants, tranfporting Cloth & other Merchandizes of great value. 

I doe know‘one, Brother in Law to Captaine Read, ‘who continually Trades in 
Merchandizes, who isa Novice of theirs ; and one (weber of Lancathire, who 
collects their Rents; and one Grey of Barwicke : they are protected by the Spa- 
wilh Embaffadour, and live at his heute. 

They have their Merchants in London, namely one Evavs.worth fifty thoufind 
pourids who meanes to niake them his Heires, and dif-inherit his Kindred. Doctor 
#eore allo ts their Agent, and puts our this money ro Incerclt, 

This Evans ( who was appointed tobe Sherifte of London daft yeare.) by their 
perfwafion did -goe out of London, and refufed toaccept-of ir, and by them was 
fenrinco the Country, and lived retired will Adschaelmas. was pait, and efcaped to 
be Sherifteof At:dHeyex, and paid no Fine for. refuling the faid Office, being till 
the ime was patt in obfcurity. 

* Capraine Read a Scorifh man, now Lieutenant Cofonelin Ireland, C under Col. 
Heury Bruce ) is al{o one of their Agents, and lets their buildings in: Long Acre, 
and other parts of Londo for their ule, efpecially the faire buildings in Lincolns- 
Jun:-fields, inhabited fometimes by George Gave, and-at his death lett to my. Lady 
Gardner ; where the Jefxrrs ordinarily yeforced) Iv isithought that Mr. Deron 
whe built aH thofe faire honfes in Queenes-ftreet is their Agent, for of himfelfe he 
was never fo able-as to build the bundreth pare’ ofthem. 

iris irange to fee the ftracagems whic they ufe wich their Penitents con- 
cerning to Oath of Akepianc? ; Mf they. be poor, they tell them facly (when they

It isno lefle Trange to fee, what preat Treafures they:have heaped. up, and 
made four Colledges in Flanders, oncly of Annuities of their moneys, and fach 
hroufes asare ‘how appertaining unto thei. 4.21) 

Froni Mr. Sackvile they got ten thoufand pounds, and afterwards molt mifera- 
bly difmitt hith, fo that hé was’ conftreined tobegge:' And after great threatning, 
they allowed him ofall his meanés, onlywhundred.pound per annum, during lite. 
The ike deceit they did nf to the whole Regiment of my:Lord Vax in Flanders, 
which for the moft' part were compofed of younger Brothers, who: at their per- 
fwafions, fold'theirLands ‘and Annutties, and’ gave chem rheir moneys; afluring 
them that they fhould lofe nothing; and getall again: But whenithey :came in 
their reat Aeceffities, and demanded it-they abfohitely refwfed them ; and fo 
they faw'the mo part of thofe youtiger Gentlemen perifh for want; in Hofpitals. 

Thelike they did with above two hundréd) Gentlewo mien of good ‘extraction, 
whom they feduced, and got from them their’ portions+ rheleaft having athou- 
farid pounds (for lcfle they would hortake)-and when they came to Flanders,they 
were coinmitted tothe charge'of Miftrefle -Afary' ward; who forced them torla- 
bour with their hands, and live in great "mifery with bread and water ->And at 
fat (like gellopping Nuns) made thirty of them to rake their Tourneyito Rome 
and 2aples, ahd’ there co teach young ‘Children; When it came to the Popes 

| knowledge, 
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knowledge,he made athundring Bull againft them,cither to enter into a Monaftry, 

or elfe within fifteen dayesto depart the Territorirs of Rome, and within forty 

dayes all Ita/y ; but afterwards this Bull was retracted. 

The Colledge of Saint Omers is no lefle memorable, which was erected by Pope 
Gregory the thirteenth, and partly indowed by the King of Spain with great 
meanes: The Ie/uits neverthelefle (infatiable cormorants) have by their aJlure- 
ments, got great wealth from England under pretence to nourifh fome Students, 
which in time might labourin this Vineyard ; fome by Teftament, others by Do- 
nation, have left meanes to bring up, fome two, fome three, and payd twenty five, 
and thirty pounds per annum. But fince, they are not willing to undergo the toil 
to take it yeerly,but have enticed the Donators to give them,fome three,fome four, 
and fome five hundred pounds ; and in my knowledge they got in this manner for 
nourifhing above two hundred ; fo that they have extorted and got great fums of 
money fromthis Kingdome, to the great prejudice of the State. 

The wife Stace of Venice,forefeeing their ambition to creep into the knowledge 
of their Government,and to Conquer high Territories by tricks,unlawfull means, 
and ileights: By Order of their great Councell, they were adjudged to be banith- 
ed for ever their Dominions, and never to return thither till they had the confent 
of the whole Senate,which is impoffible ro be obrained,although the French King 
and the Pope have laboured fundry times,yet in vain. And alfo the faid State did de- 
clare, That whofoever fhould fpeake in their favour (for their re-eftablifhin 
fhould be degraded of his Honor, and his Pofterity after him, and Joofe all his 
goods;and the like fhould befall to them that fend their children to their colled ges, 

Would to God fuch Lawes were made inthefe Dominions, feverely to pusith 
the Parents for fending their Children to lefuits Colledges: And to conclude,they 
fhould be expelled from all humane fociety,as unfit tobe dealrwith, for their e- 
quivocation and mentall refervation; never telling the truth, being mortall ene- 
mies to all charity,ind the true fore-runners of Antichrift,oppugning all verity,and 
cdking all for themfelves without Communication of good to others ; And as for 
thofe that are beyond Seas in their Colledges,it were more then neceffary,to make 
a Decree, that within a fhort time prefixed, they fhould return to their Native 
foil, under pain of perpetual! banifhment ; and their Parents to lofe their goods 
and eftates.Asalfo to enquire and learne who they be that do live now at DowWay; 
and St. Omers under them, and their Parents be brought in queftion, which may 
eafily be done with {mall charges; fending two or three over into thofe parts,who 
by degrees may know the fpeciallof them : I omit their jugling with the Empe- 
ror, King of France and Spain, and other Potentates, and with the Popes them- 
felves, as they have publiquely confeft, 

Secondly,not to be tedious,I come to the fecond point : The reformation of fome 
things in her Majefties Court, is fo neceflary for the quietneffe of the State, as no- 
thing more ; and therefore labour to remove all impediments that may happen, 

It isto be obferved; that a great part.of the wnquietnefle of this State comes 
from thence ; and of fome perfons about Her Majefty not fit to remain there ; 
For it is known, Her Majefty doth nothing but as fhe is acquainted with, which 
fhe after,delivers to the King, and he to the Councell, and when there’s any crof- 
fing, there arifes Jarres and unquietne fle, 

The actors of thofe are F.Philips,her Confeflor,& the {uperiorof the Capuchins, 

This laft,in times paft, was one’of the. Knights of Saint John of fers[alem, a 
moft turbulent fpirit,and one fent by Cardinal Richlien, to be afpyevat this Court 
for the French Faétion, who \abours:by all means to breed diffentions, _. | 

For the French (as Ihave read in Cardinal D:Offats Epiftles) aime at nothing 
more then:to make a {chifm betwixt. the Eng/i/p and Scots, that this ftate may be 
weakned & not able todo them harm,the more eafily to conquer thefe kingdoms, 

This unquiet fpirit at all occafions; hath accefletoHer Majelty, and acquaints 
Her with all he thinkes fit for the Brench. Faction, and when he thinkes i 
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a hard bafinefle, then doth he enitice Father Phillsps.to-pretencite Lis man. being 
of a quiet and meeke nature (yet a greatFavourite of Cardinall Richliews ) Doth 
acquaint her Majefty with the bufineffe, and theithe King, and. obtains by oppor- 
tunity things which are not fit and convenient for the State. 

Pather Phillips, is guided altogether by a Scote:[eGrey Fryar, (who by, degrees 
hath intruded himtelfe ro be a Clerke of her Majefties Chappell.) and' he goes by 
the name of Adaffer Wilfon, buc his true name is Wrliam Tomp/on,a Doétor of D1- 
vinity, and a moft furious and unqviet fpirit,and bya nick-namewascalled Cacka- 
fuge thit fire’; He rules altogether Pather Philips , infomuch as he feats him, and 
dares not difobey hina. He rules all the bufines which concernes the two Kingdoms; 
and the moft part of themartets forRome. 

By his‘perfafion, Father Phillips hath plac’d many unfit perfons about her Ma- 
jelly ; HewaS che only Agent in promoting. Sir Jobn Wizter to be her Majetties 
Secrerary; Che being mott addicted to rhe Lord Wiliams Howards Daughter ) and 
fo gor into that place. 

He wasalfo rhe caufe that’ Siguior Georgio Conne (late Agent of the Pope his bro- 
chef) was admitted to be-extraordinary Servant to the Queen; A man altogether 
unworthy of that place, and a-moft fcandal ous perfon, :having at this prefent. three 
Wives alive, as after fhall be telated ; Suhdry Priefts by his means (to Father Phil. 
Yips) have been admitted tobethe Queénsextraordinaty Servants ;.Some, by some 
fuppofed office or other, as. one Matter Laborne,& George Gage(brothet,to,Colonell 
Gage beyond Seas, in Flanders) both Oratorian Priefts ; the’one of the French Fa- 
éHion vety feditious; the other of the Spam/hb; ( for is brother is in the King of 
Spains fervice.)

bik'the fpeciall caufe of the troubles in Scotland, and jarres betwixt..them and the 
Englifh: For when he went'to the North with His Majetty, he being of a highand 
lofty fpirit, remarking the government of the Church of Scotlasd, begamhis Ins 
novatiomby fetting up of ‘Altars, Epifcopal! Robes, and-Organs; which were not 
feche fince the’birth of King ames, more than eightyiyeares before in chat King, 
dome ; with'\which they Were much incénfed « Infomirch that avhen the common 
people,upon 4 Sinday perceiving HisMajeltyto go.oh foot, frora His Pallace of Ho- 
/y. Rood Houle: to the Chartclrat Edenborough, andfororeturn; and all. His Nobles 
With Him ; "My Lords Graceand the Bifhop of £4 were feen to go in their Coagh ; 
fliey exclaiined on them and fayd, How\dane you prefume to go (0, when or Sove- 
raigne goes on foot; You are the Ragges and fervantsof; the Pope... 

“That fametime he did vriove his Majefty to make that Church a Cathedrall, and 
Appoint 2 Bifhop where was never any before ; and.fo the people were more & more, 
fitted up. ” u AS 
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Ar his returne from rhence, he moved His Majelty to erect a, High Commiffion 
inallthe Bifbopricks of that Kingdome, byvertue of @ Proslamation which be extor.. 
ted from His Majesty in eAuguft (If Ibe nor deceived) fome five years ago ; where- 
in was Ordered, that here in £ag/and the:Bifhops Courts.fhould laveno Subordi- 
nation to any other Courts , no not to His Majefties owne Councell! , but fhould 
proceed without any dependency, not fo much as to ufe His Majefties Atms in rheir 
Seales but cheir owne, and fo deprive His Majefty of His Supremacy , which was 
never done fince the Raigne of King Henry the Eighth, 

So foone as He had obtained that of His Maje(ty , he in all hafte fends this Pro. 
clamation to all che Bifhops of Scotéand, who being blowne up with pride (follow- 
ing the Archbifhops footfteps ) began to erect a High-Commiffion Cott in their 
Dioceffes, and called to it the Gentry and Nobles, punifhing them. for trifling 
things ; and fining and confining them to the fartheft part of the Kfhydom, from 
Galloway to Cathres, neare three hundred myles. A cruelty never ptactifed in Scot~ 
land before in any Age. 

Nay, they became fo infolent, being made Privy Councellours (by the Archbifhops 
follicitation of Fis Majefty,) And the Archbifhop of Saint Andrews, being made 
great Chancellor of that Kingdom (never prattifed this three hundred years) that ix 
open Councell Table they gave the lye te the Peers of the Land’; Namely, tothe Earle 
of Argile ; which afftont was done by one Sedeferfe now Bifhop of Galloway, and re- 
fident at this prefent in London, where began the fire to appeare, which*before this 
was but fmoake.

I come now to the fourth point coucerning the Popes afpiring te the temporall os 
vernment of thefe Kingdomes,and the manner how he proceedes, which J will clearely 
fet downe, 

You fhall be informed. what his Ambition was, ffeing himfelfe exalted to Saint 
Peters Chaire,being before (tardinall protetor of the Scottifh Nateon, And whichis omi: 
nouss therwo former Popes Clement the eights and. Paul the fifth,his Predeceffors, 
having becnz iz minsribus protectors of Seatland.He thoug ha todo fomething more 
torecuce both (under one King )co the Romifh Church. And as Clemzent the feaveath 
had by his mifcarriage beene the Caute of this ditcoriation,from the obedience of the 
fea of Rome,he might be the meanes of cheit reconciliation, Wherefore he was no 
fooner made Pope but the fame day with his owne hand (aching not accu{tomed) 
he writ a letter to King Lames,of good memory, thewing hiselection&. promotion to 
faint Peters Chaire and offering his correfpondency wich-his Maje(ty; at che fame in- 
{tanc he nominared § grionr Georgio Connea-Scottith youth (who was Schoole fel- 
Jow with his Nephew Sig nior Frazci/co, afterwards Cardinal ) who thould informe 
him ofallimporranr bulineffe of Exgland and Scotland, 

This Signior George, wasa very faire youthof{ome fifteene yeatesof age,andofa 
faire difpofition having alo accefle to his Holineffe, (you may underltand my mea- 
ning fot in minority being Legatin Polonia hee wasmuch fufpected of incontinen.. 
ey.JAnd afloone as any Engh(h,Scorti{h or Ir: Runagates came to Rome » he wenr 
to their lodgings inthe Popes behalfe.and brought them of his Holinefte Bread, and 
Wine,and other rarities,as Bolignean,S aufeges and.orher dainties; lerting them fee al] 
the Antiquities of Rome,and their Churches,though chey were not of their Religion, 
and feaftine them on the Popes charge when they vilfited che feaven Churches, as rhe 
Lord Craven and others; And now the Pope wich his politique braine, bepan to ex. 
cogitate the meanes,to have corre{pondency with the King: by fortune there was at 
Rome a Hollender expert in drayning of Lands, to make the Marith grounds palty_ 
rable and arrable;whohaving got acceffe to his Holynefle Informed him,that all the 
Marifh grounds in the champaigne of Romefwhich was above Gx miles ) might be 

diained and made profitable. 
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The Pope [lor his prout | $are yreat cafe, ana underitanding by chismanthe 
|, meanes to effect ifin a fhort time,that he needed great ftore of men to worke, and 
|“ thar ofall Nations che Englith were molt expert, The Pope prefently takes hould 
'  chereof, apprehending ir, asa fit occafion to treat with our K, wherefore he fends hi- 
ther the Hollander in pott halt, by whom Signor Georgfo writ to fundry of his fcinds, aT ie 
viz.tofome ofthe Queenes Court,by whofe meanes [at laft}he got accefleto his Ma- pe 
jelty fignifying trom whence he came,and the great profit which would redound to 
chis Kingdome,ifhe would permit fome two thoufand Familyesofhis People, with 
| their Wives and Children to goe and inhabic there,and afcer, fucceffively more, For 
he had gotten promife of the Pope,that they fhould not be croubled, but ufe their con- 
{ciences without any vexation at all: More,this Hollander fignified to his Majelty, 
rhe great Commodity it would be co the trade in chole parts;for eranfporting oul 
hence, Cloth, pewter,lead and other Commodities,and from thence Wines, Rayfins, 
Oyles,Capers and other fruits,with a great quantity of Allome, 

The bufineffe is remited to the Councell to conlider,tf his ALajefty might have cor- 
re(pondency with the Pope,as a temporall Prince, as he hath with other Princes and Note, 
Srates,(who ate not fo potent)as Hollaid Venice Florence, Ge ? After neature delibe- 
ration it was concladed, he might, for the canfes prementioned. 

The Hollander returhes with {peed to Rowe, fhewing how well he had dispatched, 
sogether with His MLajefties Declaration, and Order of the Councell, with Lercers and 
anfwers of fundry perfons to Signtor Geargza, whom hée had feafted at: Rome, and 
knew of the Queenes Court, being his Countrymen. 

Then was it thought fic by rhofe about Her Majettie, to begin the Treaty,and to 
Breake that holy Ice for the Popes honours fake; chen was nominated Sir Robert 
Douglas (Couzin Germain to the Margueffe D muglas) an ancient ftiend to Father 
Philips, and Signior Georgio; a difczeet Gentleman, who had much travailed, and 
évas expere in the dralian, French, Sparife, and Gerneain languages, A Courtier, yet 
modett and di‘creet. : ) 

But the Cirdinall Richlean vault be the man, who fhould have the honour to di- 
rect him, and to be fene by him to begin the correfpondency betwixt his Holines and 
che Queene, (for in all this bufinefe cae Ki +g mult not bee mentioned), from whom 
| with many Letters, this Gentleman goes to the Coutr of Fraxce; where after few 
| dayes hee is difpatcht by the faid Cardénall, with money to makehis journey and 
| beare his charges at Rome, where gratioufly heeis accepted of the Pope, his Nephew, 
atid orhers of the Popes Cabinet Councell. “4 

There hee remained aboveone yeare, and aftef a good viaticke was difmift,and y7 OTE 
returned to London, witha few gifts (but fmall ones) to ber Afajefere, Father P 4é- ‘ 
fips, and othérsof that Function; 4s fome Ateddalls' Rofceries, Agnus Deus and | 
Pittures. 

Afcer this Gentlemans departure from Rome, was prefently fent hither an Orato. 
rian Prieft called Signor Georgio * Panxano; under pretence with a Breve from his Ho- 
lineffe, addreft to the Clergie, fecular and regular, and Lay-Catholikesof the two 
Kinedomesof Exgland ana Scotland ; The fubltance of that Breve was, That bis ho. 677° 
lineffe was VErry jerry, for fuch jarres and divifions” between the fecular and the Clergy, AS PREP Me 
ta the reat prejudice of the Catholike Church, and for that respett (having a Fatherly 1; os 
rave of Soules; ix thefe Kingdomes of England and Scotland) hehad fent expreffely: 
phat Reverend Father, Georgio Panfano oxe of his Family to compofe and reconcile 
them if he could.’ 

“This man at Paris, quits his Priefts Robes, and drest himfelfe in [ecular Apparell : 
his fhaven Crowne 1s covered with a monffrous Periewig: hewritesto Father Philips, 
who is to bee the princum mobile and director of all, who fends to him at Par#s,as to 
an Italtan Gentleman defirons to fee the Kinedome ;_ A pafle was delivered him-to 
Gallie. where he hires a baryne and brings with him two Rageamuffian young boys, 
and one Interpreter, who was prefently fene backe to fave charges. 

Ar his fit(tcommine to London he lodged at ote Itclian Ordinary in the Strand ; 
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but fhorrly (being ditturbed by much relore or perions of great qualicie which re- 
paued to him) he tooke Chambers, jn one Siguior Germynes Houle (a Lembard by 
Nation) living then neere to the New exchange, asyou pafleto the Covext Garden: 
this Agent had fusdry meetings with the Jupertours of the Regular Order, but to thofe 
meetings the Feluites mould not come. though called and oft desired by the Popes Agent ; 
At la{t it was concluded, they fhould nor meddle with any Court bufineffe, they 
fhould {peake honourably of t! ;

This Agent returned having negotiated his principal! bufineffe, which was to have

ing with him a great Breve, declaring him to be Apoitolicall Nuntio; and in his 
company, the Lard Doa Luces brother,and his Pedagogue, one Counigham, Nephew 
to Sir David Connigham, his Majetties receivor in Wales, 
This Nuntio, (but ftyled after inter-Nuntto, for not incenfing the States) comes 
See the Pops hither in J4ay, and finding her Majettie ar Homeby in Northamptonfiire, Tepayrihg 
Nuncio, and thither, he was prefently admitted, and then likewi(e gained audicnte of the King. 
Romes Ma-  Tothe Queene, hee prefents rare gifts, fome reliques of Saints,meddalles, a few of 
fler-peece, Gold and Silver, with the Popes pitture frampt onthems and other trifles of finall valew } 
: In fem whereof, thee fends tothe Pope, a teat quantity of fearlett ro veft his Holi- 
nefle, his Nephew, and the other Catdinalls of the Englifh Faction ; Hee receives 
anhundred for one, 

Here, he vifits the grear Ladyes and Gentlewwomen of the Court ; Hee Rayes all 
the Progreffe at Northampton; returning to,London, tis worthy of confideration 
to obferve his carriage day and night, courting of Ladyes and Gentlewonsen, 

In. Terme time, all the Gentry of both Sexes} yea and poore women of any fafhi- 
on that had {carfe mearis to bring them to Loxdon, and were come thither to.bee cu- 
red of the Kirigs evill, mutt likewife vige him. 
Such were his compottments here,that:I am afhamed.to relate chem, His nights

Mafter- —jefties Secretarie; Sir Toby Matthew, Sir Kenelme Digby,asd Mafter Walser Moun- 
peece. tague, were his Cabinet Councell ; This laft afpyring to bee Cardinal! after Signor 
Georgio’s death.

Yea, hee was fo impudent and fhamelefle, as to Vifit one of the greatefe Ladyes of 


the Kingdome alone, who being found by her Husbond,and demanded by him,what made 
him fo bold, he was ia feare tohave beene prectpitated out of the Window; This his own 
Secretarytold me - Two houres before day (In Winter) his mafiner wasto vific La- 
dyes and Gentlewomen, and to enquire of them how chey flept that night.. After 
three yeares and two months, impatient to fiay any longer (afpyring to a Cardia 
nalls Hatt) loadenwith great ffore of Lewells and Gold (which he Lor s partly of the mo- 

Notes nyes which Recufants lent to the King, to affife him in his Northern expedition; aud 
partly given him by Ladies and Gentlewomen, amounting to above ten thousand pounds 
he returnedto Rome, {pitting his lungs; Bat the truth is, hewas soundly payd with 
the French difeafe : A brave tnfirumentto reduce this Realme tothe R onean Religiog ! 

Hee was very lavith and prodigall inhis gifs, {pending many thoufand pounds, 

firter to have beene beftowed on his poore kindred. and beggerly Parentsin Scartand 
whohad fcarfely to nourith chem. ; 


The Lefuates likewife collefled from their Penitents, and gor (atle aph)\tieo parts e f 
Note. shat money to themfelves, 


See Romes To returneto the Pope, fo fooneas he had Intelligence, that his Ganymede and 
Maffer. Creature was received with fach honour, he thought he had got alteady, the tempo. 
pecee. tall Monarchy of great Brittaize, making his Eldeft * Nephew Francifeo proteétor 
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of Exgland, 5 cotland, and Ireland, and erecting a particuler Congregation for the wsat. 
ters of thefe Kingdomes ; whereof his [aid Nephew was Prefident, and two other Cars 
dinalls joyned with him, axd & new Secretary; and other Prelates of that Court, his 
Councellours. 

Hee gratioufly entertained Mafter Walter Monntague keeping him in his Pailacé, 
and fending him abroad in his Mephewes Coach ; Andothets of any note, as my 
Lord of West-AMeath an Inth Garon, and others, 

Hee made Sigxéor G@corgio Pattiarch of Jetufalem, anHoncur without any Re 
venew. 

No leffe was his pride puft up,when Sir William Hamilton (brother to the Earle of 
Abercorue, and Cozento the Marqueffe Hamilton, was: fent Ambalfadour from our 
Queen to that Court; who'e carriage was like to Signior Georgio’s here,catrying clo~ 
thed in mans apparell thorough Exgland, Scotland, France, and Italy, his qvect heat 
Eygenius Bonny,a daughter of the Yeoman of His Majefties Wine Celler. 

After Signior Georgio, he fent hither anew Nuntio, Count Roffetti, a Noble man 
of Ferrara, bur of better carriage, then his other deceafed, whom hee intended to 
make Cardinall, in leiu of the other defunét. 

As foone as Walter Mountague heard of Signior Georgio’sdeath, he fent his Chap- 
laine Pott to Rome, with Letrers from Her Majefty, intreating his Holyneffe to make 
him Cardinall,; The Popes anfwer was, he would gladly condifcend to that motion, If {he 
world oblige her felfeto make an eftate to hiss. for his maintenance conformable to aCar- 
dinall. So was it dafht; And fo willallcorrefpondency bee hereafter with that 
Court, by the wife and grave Councell of the Parliament. So that Matter P’ zricke, 
‘Agent in chat Court for the Queene be called backe ; And 4 certaine Knight,of the 
Order of Saint Iohn of Lerxfalem, (whomCount Roferti intends to fend hither, to 
Keepe correfpondeney ) be likewife difmift from hence; which done, all that Project 
will end in fmoake ; Alwayes provided, that Mafter Afountague, Sir Toby AL atthew, 
Sir Kenelme Digby, Sit John Winter, be removed and bartr'd from going to Rome, or 
to any of hisHolinefle Terr#tortes; Not yet to L-aly, for feare of fedttion, and keep- 
ing corre[pondency with thetr affociates. 

I heard a French Gentleman of good worth fay, that hee had feenea Breve from 
Rome,with this In (cription,T obie Martheo Sacerdoti foctetaris Lef which 15,70 Toby 
Matthew Prieft of the Order of I:[us; whetein (énter alia) was, Confirma Amazonas 
illas que ftrenue laborant in vinec pro Chrifto.

The damnable Doétrine, which he and orher Iefuits have taught, ‘to deftroy and 
depofe Kings, hath bin the caufeof the civill Wars, like to be the fall of thefe King- 
domes, if God in his mercy didnor prevent ir. 

They have bin the caufe ofthe Monopolies projetted in this Kingdame ; efpe- 
cially concerning the Forreft of Deane, and marking of burter Caske, where all the 
parties were partners and Confederates withthem ; as Sir Bafill Brooke, fir Jobm 
Winter,and abrother in Lawof the fayd Sir Jobn, that lived in Worcefterfhire,and 
Ma(ter Ployden, whofe fervant hamed Baldwin, hath bin {een to deliver to Gaprain 
Read a fublticure of the Iefiurs, am hundred pounds at atime, ro one Iefuire chat li- 
ved in his houfe. 

Father Philips hath bina great Actot with the fuperiour of the Capschions, who 
is a moft turbulent fpirit, and was fent hither by Cardinall Réchliew of France, tobe 
a Spyeat this Courr for che French Faction, and hath therefore laboured by al 
means to breed diffenrions ; forthe French Aime at nothing more chan to make a 
Schifme betwixt the Englith and the Scots, that this Stare might be fo weakned, 
and made unable to withftand them, that fo they might have an Opportunity co 
Conquer thefe Kingdoms; thefe unquier fpirits having acceffe to her Majelty, may 
importune things not fit forthe State. _ 

The fayd Pbikps hath bin guided by a Grey-Fryar, who by degrees hath intruded 
himéelfe ro be a Clerke of her Majefties Chappell, and Chapjain Extraordinary in 
time of Progreffe; who when he isout of London, goeth by thename of Mafter 
Wilfon, but his tre name is William Tompfon DoRor of Divinity , asfome lefuites 
haveafirmed, bur a moft furious fpirit and unquiet ; and therefore by a Nicke- 
game, is by (ome called Cacafugo, that isas much as if in Englith you fhould fay, 
Shir-fire ; by whom Father Philtps hath bin fo led,that he hath bin very officiousto 
perform whatfoever he would have done. Thef€ two have ruled all the bufines con- 
cerning the nvo Kingdoms on the Popith patts,and for rhe moft part of Romealfo. 

The fayd Father Phelips bath placed many unfit perfons about her Majelty, Sir 
John Winter to be her Majefties Secretary , Seignior Georgeos Conne late Agent of 
the Pope his Brother, was by his means admitted to be tervant Extraordinary to 
the Queen, aman altogether unfit for chat place, a moft fcandalous perfon, having 
three wives all now alive. 

Sundry perfons by the fayd Father Philips have been admitted to be the Queeng 
fervants Extraordinary, by fome fuppofed office or other: as Mafter Labourxe, 
George Gage (brother to Colonell Cage) both Oratoriant Priefts; the one of 
the French Fadtion very feditious the other of the Spanifh whofe brother is now lef 
Refiderit at Rome:for therby his Mafter Sr.Wiksaws Hambleton late Agent at Rome; 
Penricke 4s fworne fervant Extraordinary to her Majefty, who is a fvorne Spani. 
ard and Intelligencer for Rome, in refpect his Brother is Agent here,by Father Phi. 
lips = Thefe and many others who are factious and carbulent spirits, have by Father 
Philips his means received Prorection from the Queens Majelty. 

The fayd Philips hath been much ruled by Sir Toby ALatthewes, Sir John Wixter, 
and Mafter Walter Monntague. 

He was very forward with his Complices, forthe breaking of the Ice to begin 
the Treaty here for rhe Popes honours fake; and when Sir Robert Douglaffe, and 
Seignior Georgio werenominated, whom he thought moft fic, Cardinalt Richlien 
was thought fitteft to be the man, who fhould direct him to begin the correfpon- 
dency Lerwixt the Pope and the Queen ; and therefore hewas fent to Ftance with 
many Letters, and from thence he was difpatched for Rome by the Cardinal/ where 

he was,received with great refpect, and after a viatick, hewas difpatched agaia'for

The Examination of Henry Mac Cart taken before Sir Gerrald Lowther Knight, 
Chiefe fustice of Hy Mdajefties Court of Common Pleas, and Sir Robert Me- 
redeth Kuight, Chancellour of His Majefties Court of Exchequer, of His Maje= 
flies Privie Counce of the Kingdome of Ireland ; by direction of the Right Ho- 
wowrable the Lerds luftices and Councell, the 12th, day of F. ebruary, 1641. 


Ho being fworne and examined faith ; that about nine yeares fince 

he thts Examinant left the Kingdome of ?reland, and went inro 

Flanders, under the command of lames FitzGarret, ot Ballyfonan, 

in the County of Kildare, and at his faid Captaines landing in Flanders, he and 
his company were putinto the Regiment of Owen Roe O Neale, Colonell under 
the Cardinal, where this exammant ferved for abouc two yeares of the {aid time, 
under the faid Captaine Fztz-Garret, and then was transferred under the com- 
mand of Capraine Conn O Deale in the fame Kegiment, and afterwards was 
preferred by the faid Coloneli Owen O Neales to be his Adajor Domo. which Of- 
fice is of the nature of Steward of his Houfe, and after was by the faid Owen, 
made Qxarter-mafter of his Regiment, in whichimployment he this examinant 
temained untill he was fent into this Kingdom by, the faid Colonel! Owex O Neile, 
And this examinant faith, that Sic Phelim Roe O Neale had fent a Table with 
a Character from this Kingdome of Ire/and, unto Col. Owex O Neale into Flan- 
ders, the which Table was loft at the fiege of Ayre. And for the loffe of which 
Character he this examinantheard the {aid Colonell lament much, faying ; That 
all the great Townes, Ports, Provinces, and remarkable places, and perfons in 
the Kingdome of IreZand had their particular names deciphered in that Table. 
After which time the faid Colonell received tromCaptaine Coxa,O Neale, Ne- 
phew unto him the faid Owen, one other Table of Characters of the like con- 
rents. And the faid Captaine Gove was feat ftom Flanders into Eagland about 
Lent laft by the faid Colonell, to obtaine leave for the raifing of men in this King- 
dome of Ireland, under pretence of carrying the faid men fo to be. raifed into 
Flanders, The true intention of the rayfing of thofe men’being to feton foot the 
Rebellion in Ireland, whieh hath fince accordingly been done ; and the faid Conn 
haviag {pent about fix weekes in England retursied into Flanders, upon pretence 
of furnifhing himfelfe with money, for the rayfing of the {aid men: but, before hé 
the faid Conn returned backe for England, the faid Golonell, Owen being on a 
journey unto the fiege of Ayre, there repaired unto him Hugh Mac Phelim Birne, 
now a Coloneli, among the Rebells of this Kingdome of Ire¢and, who. formerly 
had been a Captaine in Tirones Regiment in Spaine, and the faid Hugh remai- 
ned with the faid Colonell Oven about foure and twenty houres, moft of which 
time they fpent in private conference, in which difcourfe he this Examinant over- 
heard the {aid Hugh fay. : Weare to adventure our lives for the fucconring. of a 
{cabbed Towne of the King of Spaines, where we may happily lofe ourvlives, and 
we can expect no worfe then death if we goe unto our owne Country and fuccour 
it. And the faid Hugh leaving the faid Colonell in his journey towards Ayre, 
went unto Dunkirk, and from thence into England, and foone after at the Campe 
of Ayre there came unto the faid Owen an Iris Fryer, oneoftheO Neales dif- 
guifed, who after much private conference with the faid Colonell for about fix 
dayes, the faid Fryer departed thence for England, together'with Captaine Ed- 
Ward Birmne, and Captaine Bryan, O Deale, a-kinfmans. of the faid Colonells, 
and a Capraine of his Regiment, and now in Ive/and amongit the Rebells.

Owen , that Hugh Adac Phelim Birne, Captaine 
Brian O Neale and the aforefaid Fryer were gone to Ireland. And that he the faid 
Conn had received a Letter out of Ire/and from Prefident Roffe ( by which name in 

their Table of Characters is underftood Sir Phelim O Neale) and that the faid 
Prefident Roffe went very well on in his bufinefle, by reafon that Brabant and 
Valous were fully fatisfied to joyne together ( by which Brabant and Valous are 
underftood in the aforefaid Table of Characters, Vifter and Leinfter ) And did 
further write at the fame time, that he the faid Conn expected Lewes Lanots his 
comming into England ( by which Lewes Lanois in their Table aforefaid is under- 
ftood Daniel O Neale, brotherto the faid Conn now in reftraint in England, and 
for whom he had ftayed, and was in feare of ftaying over-long le: ft he fhould be 
entrapped ) And defired his Vacle the faid Col. Owen O Neale, to fend fome one 
from him unto the faid Prefident Roffe into Ireland, with his refolution and in- 
{trutions what to doe, which the faid Prefident daily expected, which Letters 
were fentfrom the faid Cown unto him the faid Owen into Flanders by-a fpeciall 
Meflenger : At which time one Byron Mac Phetim Birne came out of England 
unto the faid Colonell Owen, and {tayed with him a few daies, and had conference 
with him, and fo returned back for England ; and after in October Jaft the faid 
Col. OWen O Neale fent one Art. Mac Ginnis a Fryer, being his Nephew, inte 
England, who at Dunkirk met with a Te/wit, who as this examinant was told 
was a fonne of the Lord Vifcount Netterfield which came thether with him into 
England, and fo for Ireland. And thisexamitant further faith, that in November 
laft,newes came unto the faid Colonell Owen O Reade, that there was an enter- 
prife to be made on the Caftle of Dublin for the taking of thefaid Caftle by the 
Lord Adac Guire, Mas Mahone, one of the O Neales and others ; which Plot be- 
ing difcovered, the faid Lord Afac Guire, Aflac Mahone, O Neale and others 
were imprifoned. And that mevertleleffe the Irifh had raifed a great company of 
men, and poffeffed themfelves of the Newrie, Dundalke, Ardmagh, Monaghan, and 
feverall other Conntry Townes, And that they had taken prifoners the Lord Calfield, 
the Lady Blaine, and her Children, and that their numbers did daily encreafe. 
And being demanded how they could have the faid Newes fo foone in Flanders, 
anfwered, that they had that and moft of the Newes of Jre/and, out of England ; 
and that it Was notable to obferve, With What [peed and certainty the [rifh in Flane 
ders received the Neves of Ireland out of England: upon receipt of which News, 
the faid Col. was in a great rage againft the difcoverer, and aid he Wondered how 
or Where that villaine fhould live ; for if he Were in Ireland, [ure they Would pull 
him to peeces there. And if be lived in England, there Were footmen bed, other Irift 
men enough to kill him. And he further faith, thatthe faid Col. Owen acquainted 
the generall Francifco de Adelloe, with the faid News, who told the faid Colonel 
that he had underftood as much before. And thereuponthe faid Cof. defired Li- 
cenfeto depart for Ireland. And likewife that he might have Armes and Ammua 
nition to carry thither With him: whereunto the [aid Genera An{wered ; That the 
(aid Col. fooutd not want either Armes or Ammunition, or any thing elfe that be 
could furnifh him Wwithall; ifhethe [aid Colonell were fure of any Port where hey 
might be {afely landed in Ireland, And thereupon the faid Generall advifed the 
faid Colonell, to fend one of truft into Jre/and without Letters, to be informed 
there, which were the fafeft and beft way Ports in Jreland where Armes and 

Ammunition might be landed’; and to direct that fome Fryer or Pricft might for 

that purpofe be [ent back into Flanders, to certific them of thole Ports ; and likewife 

that fome perfon of [peciall truft foould be fent into France, Rome, and tothe Empe- 

rour to negotiate With them, and to defire their affiftance for the Trifo in defence of 

their Religion: Herewpon the faid Col. defigned for that negotiation, one Ever Rts 
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Tituler Bifhop of Downe: And by reafon that he this Examinant, andthe {peciall 
imployments which he had under the faid Col. and the trutt repofed in him by 
the faid Colonell, were knowne unro the faid Conn O Neale; and divers other of 
the Rebells now in Ireland. He the faid Col. chofe this Examinant.to fend into 
freland, withthe faid Meflage and thefe inftructions. Thar he this EXiminane 
thould repaire unto Sir Phe/im O Neale, Conn O Neale, Brian O. Neale, and 
Hugh O Birne, and to acquaint them that he the faid Col. was purpofed to come 
from Dunkirke for Ireland with all expedition, and to bring With him three Ships, 
wherein fhould be three or fowre hundred Commanders and O fficers, With Munition 
and Armes for Hor{e and Foot for rhe [upply of fuch companses of Soldiers, as Yere 
on could be raifed in Ireland by thefe of the Cathalike League, for the profecution of. 
the Warre there next ; that he the faid Col. expected to be forthwith advertifed 
and advifed from them in Ireland ( by ome Fryer or Pricft to be fent from thence 
for that purpefe ) what Port in that Kingdome he fhonld landin.

unto that Religion. eAndalfethat the Goods and Lands of thofe Who Would not joyne 
With them, fhould be given unto hinsor them of that Howe or Family who .

were better furnithed with Armes they fhould not give the Kings Army any me¢- 


ting in the day time, but fhonld fee upon them in their Quarters by night, when 
they were wearied by marching abroad if the Country, or upon other occafion:, 
And another of this Examinants Indtructions was,'o perfwvade them by all meanes 
that they thould not miftruf! or donbe of his comming, for he wonld be with 
themere long, and that he had takenz great Oath, that if Le could not obtaine 
heave, Munition and Armesfrom the Gencrall, yet tf all failed he Would adventure 
king and his Whole ¢ftate in that fervice, andthat if he lived he would alfuredly be 
With them Viihin ten Weekes, and would bring With hing Adiners; Cupons ard Canz 
noneers, andfuch other infirumentt as fhould be nece lary for them.

And 
pike that the Lords and Commanders of the Catholique League in Ireland fhontd 
Jeadone Patrick Heggartie a Fryer, who had {pent much time in Scotland.to [alicite 
for them there. And to put the Scots in mind that they Were for the molt part dij/ccn- 
ded from thelrifh, and that the Irifh never drevo any of their, blaud.wAnd therefore 
that they fhould not offer the Irife any injury: But Reepe them/felues quset in their 
olene Country; not helping the one part or the other. Another of this, Examinants 
Inftructions was, toper[Wade the Lords and great Commanders of the League, thas 
they fhould hold firme, and not be deceived by the faire promifes of the Englifh.or. of 
the State ia lrcland, as Tirone and Tireannell were, whe after they had fubmitted 
Were forced to fly the Kingdome, and many ethers beheaded, and others refrained in 
the Tower ef Louden until they there dyed and loft their Lands ; and that they fhould 
not doubt of fuccour, And further faith, that he was directed by his {aid Colonel 
to impart thefe Inftru€tions and Meflage unto fuch Lords, Commanders and 
Gentlemen in Ireland ; asthe faid Sir Phelim O Neale, (onnO Neale, Brian.O 
Neale, and Hugh Birne foould dirett agd advife him unto. And. that at his des 
parture from his faid Colonell, he the faid coe called for a Glade of Wine ce 
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dranke the health of the faid Captaine Hagh Afac Phelim Birne, who he faid 
+ Al was defignsd Governour of the Fort of Dancannon in the County of Wexford. 
And this Examinant further faith, that he being direéted with a Letter in De 
i cember laft, from his Col. unto one Brian Birfielda Fryer, and refident at Dan- 
iil kirke, for the helping of him this Examicant, that he the faid Fryer would make 
hi a Tourney forthwith unto Col. Oven O Neale, and from him unto Col. Preffor, 
| ro labourthe joyning together of the faid Colonells to goe into Ire/ard, ro further 
with all the force and aide they conld make, the profecution of the prefent Warre 
there. And further faith, thar in his this Examinants Voyage from Ireland ( he 
with a Fryer in his company ) was landed at Dover before Chriftmas laft; where 
they the faid parties remained for three Wweekss, na examination or notice being taken 
of them there. And from thence the fhip being bound for the Port of Waterford, 
the fame landed him this Examinant and the Fryer atthe Port of Youghall, about 
the beginning of lannary laft, where they were brought before the Zar/ of Cork, 
and by his Lordfhip fent by fea unto the City of Dablix, Aad further this Exami- 
nant faith, he conceived thatthe faid Co!. Owen may be eafily furprifed in his 
paflage for Ireland, ifhe be laid for with good advifement. The faid Owes pur- 
pofing to come with his Men, Munition, and Armes unto Bergam, within a mile 
of Dunkirke, which place he intends to gaine for his Gatrifon; and to carry in 
Lighters the faid Armes, Munition and Men as fecretly as he may by nighe unto 
the Ship at Dankirke, without fhewing himfelfe there : And his pretence will be 
that he is imployed into Spaine. And the {aid Col. purpofeth to bring with him all 
Note. the lrifh Mariners which may be had about Dunkirke, where there are ftorm; and in’ 
fpeciall one Captaine Donnell a (ea Captaine, and fo to come for Ireland, either by 
‘Dover, or if he fee caufe by the North of Scotland. 

And this Examinant further faith, that he rhis Examinant dort not refufe to | 
go into Preland with the faid meffage,and inftructions, for fear of his faid Mr.

Y this examination it is clear, that ?'Neales Regitiient in Flanders, (confifting 
for the moft part of Irith Papifts) was purpofely raifed to trath up the Trithy 
in 














in'armes there,without any noife or fufpition to furprife the Forts in that Realm, 
and make a generall Maflacre of the Proteftants there, when they fhould finde 
aticting opporcunity ; and that Owen o Nealein Flainders,and Daniell d Neale 
his Brother in Eagland,(who was in extraordinary favour with His Majesty and 
the Oxeen'at Court, and one in Mr. lermyns confpiracy) were two of the prin- 
cipall contrivers, and abbetters of thisconfpiracy, in which all the Irith, Popifh 
Bithops, Priefts, Friars, Iefuits (and fcatcered like Frogs in feverall Popith King- 
doms and Seminaries) were very active. FOL Ee 
T fhallonely adde to this, That William O Conner,an Irith Prieft,rvant to the 
Qucen~ Mother, who lodged at one Miltris Scarlets houfein Covex-Garden, and 
(hitred his habic very often to difguife himfelf, coming to one Asse Huffey an 
Frit Gencléewoman, a little after Eafter, 1640. with another Irifh man in his 
company, having a long gray coat,& a {word girt clofe to his fideSto her lodging; 
and going with her thence to Miltris Prinocks henfe in the Strand; fhe demanded 
of O Corner,who his companion was? who anfwered,he was one of the number of 
7000. that were in privat pay, AND IN READINES TO AYD THE 
CATHOLICKS, AND TO CUT THE PROTESTANTS 
THROATS THAT SHOULD RESIST THEM; and that he 
was one whe played onthe Flute to the Drum. After which, about the end of 
July, 1640, he came to her'forefaid lodging,and faid, He came upon great occafion, 
and in great hafte, and he mut immediatly return back, for be had three Letters 
from the Queen- Mother, to deliver to three Ambaffadors, the Spanifh, the Vene- 
tian, rhe French, TO SEND TO THE POPE, FROM WHOM, 
OR FROM HIS LEGATE, WE MUST KNOW WHEN 
TO BEGIN THE SUBDUING OF .THE PROTE:- 
STANTS: That they mft firt BESIN TO CONQUER ENG. 
LAND BEFORE IRELAND. Being demanded by him, How, of 
in What manner Will they begin With England? And when will it be ? He replyed; 
when the King goes to Scotland.eTo which the anfwering, There was no hopes of 
the Kings going to Scotland ; He reptyed, I/e Warrant you he doth. tie further 
added, That he had ling been imployed by the Oueen- Mother in her bufineffe wuh 
alltke Princes of Chriftendom: That they had fome defigne to cue off and kill the 
King: adding, That they would kill an Heretick at any time, for the advancement 
of the Mother-Church of Rome ; and [Wore by Saint Francis and Saint Dominick 
that be Wwonld doit: He further faid, He was bound to keep the Oueen- Mothers 
fecrets; and that he would be burnt in fire before be Wouldreveal them. 
~ All this the difcovered foon after to the Lords of the Councell, by whom and 
by feverall Tuftices of Peace, fhe was examined upon Oath , and produced 
Letters of this Prieft, wricten co her with his own hand ; whereupon, he was 
Committed clofe Prifener to the Gate-houfe. where he yet remaines unpro- 
ceeded apainit. After this fhe attefted icin the Parliament Honfe upon Oath, 
before the Rebellion brake forth, and witnefled it fince upon Oath at the Archbi- 
fhops Tryall; who faid fhe was mad when fhe attefted it at the Councell Table, 
demanding of ber, how fhe durft Speak any thing of this Natare of the Queen-A0- 
ther ? and telling her fhe was fet on and hired by the City of London todo this, and 
Commanded her to be Committed: Bur fhe producing the Prielts own Let- 
ter, and he confefling it to be his own hand before the' Lords; fhe was fent on- 
ly to‘one of the Sheriffs of Londows houfe , and there fecured, tiil releafed by the 


Parliament.

His Majefty hath already fignified His pleafure to the Lord Pre- 
fident of the Marches to this effect, who hath yielded all obedience amd confor- 
mity thereunto; and His Majefty is confident that in that Your Lordfhip and 
thofe who have Relation to you will give place to none, 
This cémiffith was ordred to be brought into the Commons honfe as dangerous. 
Buc the happy unexpected Treaty and affembling of this Parliament, fruftra- 
ting the intended Maffacre and Defigne of fubduing the Proteftants in England 
for the prefent ; the Plot in Ireland {ill proceeding, and was to be put in execu- 
tion on the 23. of Offober, 1641. on which day, all the Forts and Towns in Jre- 
land {hould have been furprifed at an inftant by the Popifh Rebells, and moft of 
the Proteftants deftroyed; and accordingly that very night Charlemont Fort was 
onthe 23. of Offober at night furprifed by Sir Phelinzg O Neale, a principall actor 
and confpirator in the Rebellion ; whothere togk the Lady Ca/feld prifoner, 
and murthered the young Lord Ca/field her Son: And at that time Sir Phe- 
lim 6 Neale himfelf and other of his companions told her, That Dablin caftle and 
city, and moft other Forts of Ireland were furprifed by their confederates 
the Papifts; that the Tower of London was taken by their party, and the 
Archbilhop of Canterbury releafed thence; (a good figne.he was their 
friend:) that ENGLAND, and the Proteftants there, were then, or 
would be very fhortly in the fame, or as bad a condition as Jre/and, and Profe- 
(tants there were ; and fome of them faid, that their party had taken Edenbrough 
caftie: All which was attefted npon Oath by the Lady Ca/fie/d, and her Gen- 
tlewoman Mittris Afary Woddrofe, at the Triall of AZac Afoken in the Kings 
* Bench,in Michaelmas Term laft : where this was Jikewife attcited upon Oath, 
That ALL THE-PAPISTS IN ENGLAND WERE PRIVY

were the fame day and foon after furprifed by the Irifh Rebels, and above one 
hundred {fifty two theufand Proteftants there deftroyed in the firft four months 
of the Rebellion, as the Rebells themfelves certified, the Pope upon inqnifitions 
of their number taken upon Oath. 

But notwithftanding thofe their fucceflefull proceedings in other parts, yet 
through the admirable Providence of God, they were prevented of the main 
part of their defign; the furprifing of Dwblin.Caftle, the chief ftrength and 
Magazine of that Realm ; which had they gotten; they had in very few dayes 
been Matter of the whole Kingdom: For the very night before the Caftle fhould 
have been farprifed , the Plot was difcovered to the Lords Iuftices of Ireland by 
OWen Connelly ; whereupon, that defign was fruftrated, and the Lord Adaguire 
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and Hash Macmahone, two principall men inthe Confpiracy, who came pur- 
pofely to furprife it, with other their Confederates taken Prifoners ; whofe 
Examinations and Conteffions, together with the Lords Iuftices Letter to the 
Enilof Leiceffer ; difcovering the manner and proceedings of this Confpiracy; 
I fhall here inferr, 

I thall begin with the Relation of the Lord AZaguire himfelf, written with his 
own hand in the Tower, and delivered by him to Sic Joh» Conyers then Lieute- 
nant, to prefent to theLordsin Parliament, becaufe it is the fulleft, 











) Eing in Dublim Candlemas Term laft was 12. moneths, the Parliament then 
‘acting, Mr. Roger Afoore did write tome, defiring me that if I could in that 
{pace time, I would come to his houfe (for then the Parliament did nothing buc 
fit and adjourn, expecting a Commiffion for the continuance thgreof, their former 
Commilffion being expired, and that fome things he had to fe to me, that did 
meerly concern me ; and on receipt of his Letter, the new Commiffion for con- 
tinuirg the Parliament Landed; andI did returne him an anfwer, that I could 
not fulfill his requeft for that preferit, and thereupon he himfelf cameto Town 
prefently after, and fending to me, I went to fee himat his Lodging, and after 
fome little time {pent in falutations, he began to difcourfe of the many. affli@ions 
and fufferings, of the Natives of that Kingdom, and particularly in thofe latter 
times of my Lord of Straffords Government, which gave diftafte tothe whole 
Kingdom) and then he began to particularize the fuffering of them that were the 
more ancient Natives, as were the Irifh ; how that on the feverall Plantations 
they were all put out of their Anceftors Eftates, all which fufferings he faid did 
beget a generall difcontent over all the whole Kingdom in both the Natives, to 
wit, the Old and New Irifh, and that if the Gent. of the Kingdom were difpofed 
to free themfelves furtherly from the like inconvenience,and get good conditions 
for themfelves for regaining their Anceftors (or at leaft a good part thereof ) 
Eftates, they could never defirea more convenient time, then that time (the dif 
tempers of Scot/and being then on foot,) and did ask me what I thought of it ; I 
made him anfwer, that I could not tell what to thinke of it, fach matters being 
altogether out of my Element; then fie would needs have an oath from me of 
fecrecy, which gave him, and thereupon he told me, that he fpoke to the beft 
Gentlemen of Quality in Lem/fer, and a great part of Conaght,touching that mat- 
ter, and he found all of them willing thereunto, if fo be they could draw to them 
the Gent. of V/sfer, for which caufe faid he,I ceme to fpeak to you; then he 
began to lay down to me, the cafe that I was in then, overwhelmed in Debt, 
the {malnefle of my Eftate, and the greatnefle of the Eftatemy Anceftors had, 
and how [ fhould be fure to get it again, or at leaft a good part thereof ; and 
moreover how the welfare and maintaining of the Catholique Religion, which 
he faid undoubtedly the Parliamentnow in Exg/and will fupprefle, doth depend 
onit, for (faid he) it is to be feared, and fo much I hear from every underftanding 
man, the Parliament intends the utter fubverfion-of our Religen; by which 
perfwafionshe obtained my confent, and fodemanded. whetherany more of ///- 
eer Gent.were in Town? I told him that Philip Rely, Mr. Torrilagh o Neal, Bro- 
ther to Sir Phillim ¢ Neale, and Mr. Cofloe, Macmahone, were in Town : fo for 
that time we parted. ) 

The next day he invited Mr. Rely. and I, to dine with him, and after dinner, he 
fent for thofe other Gent. Mr. Neale, and Mr. Afacmehone,, and when they were 
come, he began the difcourfe formerly ufid to me,to them, and. with the fame 
perfwafions formerly ufed to me, he obtained their confent : And then he began 
to difcourfe of the manner how it ought tobe done: Of the feazebility and 
eafinefs of the attempt,confidering matters as they then {tood inExg/and,the trou- 


bles of Scotdand, the great number of able men in the Kingdom ( AWE iG 
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¢and, what fuccours they were (more then) to hope for from abroad, and the Ar- 
my then raifed all Irifhmen, and well armed, meaning the Army raifed by my 
Lord of Strafford againt Scotland, Firlt, that every one fhould endeavor to 
draw his own friends into that act, and at leaft thofe that did live in one Coun- 
try with them; and when they had fo done, they fend tothe Irifh in the Low- 
Countries and Spain, to Jet them know of theday and réfolution, fo that they 
be over with them by that day, or foon after, with fupply of Armes and Muni- 
tion as they could, that there fhould be afet day appointed, and every one in his 
own quarters fhould rife out that day, and feize on all Armes he could get in his 
County, and this day to be near winter fo that Exg/and could not be able to fend 
Forces into Jreland before May 5 and by that time there was no doubt to be made, 
but that they themfelves would be fupplyed by the Irifh beyond Seas, whohe 
faid could not miffeof hetp from either Spaix or the Pope, but that his refolution 
was not in all thifigs allowed. © For, firlt it was refolved,nothing fhould-be done, 
natill firft they had fent to the Irifh over Seas, to know their advice, and what 
hope of fuccefle they could give, for in them,as they faid, all their hope of reliefe 
was, and chey would have beth their advife and refolution before any further pros 
ceedings, more then to fpeakto, and try Gent. of the Kingdom, every one as 
they could conveniently,to fee (in cafe they would at any time grow to a refoluti- 
on) what to be, anid ftrength they might truft to: Then Mr. A/oor told them that ie 
Was to No purpofe to fpend much time in fpeakiagtoche Gent. for there was 
ho doubt to be made of the Irifh, that they would be ready atany time: And 
that all the doubt was in the Gent. of the Pale; but he faid that for his own pars, 
he was really affured when they had rifenour, thePale Gent. would not fay 
long after, at leaft chat they would not oppofe them in any thing, but be Newters, 
and if in cafe they did, that they had men enough in the Kingdom without them 
Moreover hefaid, that he had fpoke toa great man (who then fhould be name- 
feffé) that would not fail at the appointed day of rifimg out to appear, and to be 
feenin the AG ; but that untill then he was {worn not to reveal him: And that 
was all that was done at that meeting ; onely that Mr. Afoore fhould the nexe 
Lent following, makea Tourny downinto the North, to know what was done 
there; ‘and that’he alfo might inform them what he had done, and fo on parting 
Mr. Philsp Rely, and 1, did importune Mr. Adore for the knowledge of that great 
fan that he {poke of, and on long entreaty,after binding us to new fecrecy, not 
to difedver hiny untill the day fhould be appointed, he: told that ic was the Lord 
of Meyo, who was very powerfull in command of men inthofe parts of (onaghe 
wherein ke lived; and that there was no doubt to be made of him, nomoré 
then was of himfelf: ‘and fo we parted. 

The next Lent ‘following, Mafter Adore according to: his promife came unto 
Ulfter, by reafon it was the time of Affizes in feverall Counties, there he met 
otily with Mr. Rely, and nothing was then done, but’ all matrers: put’ off till che 
May following, where we or moft of us fhould meet at Dublin, it both being 
Parliament and Terme time; ‘in the méane: rime there: landed in ireland one 
Neal O Neale, {ent by the Earle of Tyrone out of Spaine, to fpeake with their 
Gent: of his hame and Kindred, to let them know that he had Treated with 
Cardinall Richeliew for obtaining fuccour to come for Ireland, and that he pre- 
vailed with the Cardinall, fo that he wasto have Armes, Munition, and Money 
from him on demand to come for freland; ‘and that he only expected a conveni- 
ent time tocomeé away, and to defire them to be ina réadineffe, and to procuré 
all others whom they could to be fo likewife ; which meflage did fet forward the 
proceedings very much, fo that Mr. Afoore, Mr. Reky; my Brother and I mee- 
ting the next May in Dublin, and the fame Meffenger being there too, it was re- 
folved that he fhould returtie to the Earle into Spaine’with their refolution, 
which was; that they would rife ont 12..or 14. daies before or after on 
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tide, as they fhould fee caufe, and that he fhould not faile to be with them by 
thattime ; there was a report ac thattime and betore, that the Earl of Tyrone 
was killed, which was not beleeved, by reafon of many fach reports formerly 
which were found to be falfe, and fo the Meffenger departed with directions, 
that ifthe Harles death were true, he thould repaire into the Low Countries co 
Colonell Owen O Neale, and acquaint him with his Commiffion frem the Earl, 
whereof it was thought he was not ignorant, and to returne an anfwer fent by 
him, and to fee what he would advile, or would doe himfelfe therein : But pre- 
fently after his departure the certainty of the Earles death was knowne, and on 
further refolution it was agreed that an expteffe Meflenger fhould be fent to the 
Colonel! to make all the refolucions known to.him, and toreturne fpeedily with 
his Anfwer, and fo one Toole O Connelly a Prieft ( asI thinke Parith Prieft to 
Mr. Afoore ) was fent away to (oloxcllO Neale; inthe interim there came feve- 
rall Letters and Newes out of Eaglend to Du5lin, ef Proclamations againft the 
Catholikes in England, and alforhat the Army, raifed in ireland fhould be dif 
banded and conveyed into Scotland ; and prefently atrer feverall Colonelis and 
Captaines landed, with directionsto carry away thofe men, among{t whom Col. 
"Pluncket, Col. Birne, and Captaine Breim O Neale came, but did not ail come 
together, for Col. P/uncker landed before my comming out. of Towne, and the 
other two after: whereina great feare of fuppreffing Religion was conceived, 
and efpecially by the Gent, of the Pale, and it was very common amongft them, 
that it would be very inconvenient to fuffer fo many mento be conveyed out of 
the Kingdome, it being as was faid very confidently reported, that the Scortifh 
Army did threaten, never to lay dowm Armes untill an vniformity of Religion 
were in the three Kingdomes, and the Catholike Religion fupprefled-; and there- 
upon both Houfes of Parliamentbegan to oppofe their going, and the Heufes 
were divided in their Opinions ; fome would have them goe, others.nor, but 
what the definitive conclufion of the Houfes was touching that point I cannot 
tell, for by leave from the Houle of Lords | departed into the Country before the 
Prorogation: but before my departure I was informed by Joba Barnawaila Fryer, 
thar thofe Gent, of che Pale (and fume otlier Members of the Honfe of Com- 
imons )’ had feverall meetings and'confulcations how they might make feay of the 
Souldiers in the Kingdome, and likewife to arme them for the defence: of the 
King, being mach injured both of England and Scotland then (as they were in- 
formed ) and to prevent any atcempt again{t Religion: and prefently afcerI de- 
prited into the Country, and Mr. Re#y being)a Member of ithe Houfe of Com- 
mons {tayed the prorogation, and on his comming into the Country fent to me 
to meere him, and I came to his houfe, where he told me that he heard for cer- 
taine that the former Nartation of BarnaWwal to me (for I did acquaint him with 
it ) was true, and thac he heard it from feverall there : alfo. was Emer Afac Afa- 
hone ( made privie formerly to’all our proceedings ) at Mr. Kellies lately come 
ontof the Plea, where he met with the afore-named John Barnawall, who told 
him as much as he formerly told'me’s and moreover: that thofe Colonells that 
lately came ovet, did profter their fervice and induftry in that AG, and fo would 
raife their men under colour to convey them into: Spaine, and then feixe on the 
Caftleof Dublin, and‘wirh their Armes there to arme their Souldiers, and have 
them ready for any action that fhould be commanded chem, but that they. had not 
concluded any thing, becanfe they were notaflured how the Gent. of the re- 
mote parts of the Kingnome ( and efpecially of Uifter ) would ftand affected to 
that A@, and chat affurance of thatdoubt was all their impediment. Then we 
three began to thinke how we might affure them’ of the affiftance and, helpe of 
Ulfter Gent. It was thought that one {hould be fent to them to acquaint them 
therewith, and’they made choifeof meto- come, by reafon as they faid chat my 
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truft me foener then other of their parts, they or moft of them being of the Pale, 
ard fo (without as much asto returne home to furnifh my felfe for fuch a jour- 
ney ( Volens nolens ) they prevailed, or rather forced me to come to Dublin 
toconferre with thofe Colonells (and that was the laft Augnft was twelve- 
moncth ) comming to Towne I met Sir James Dillon accidentally before I came 
| to my Lodging, who was one of thofe Celonells ; and after falutation he deman- 
i ded me where my lodging was,which when I told him,and parted; The next day 
being abroad about fome other occafions of my owne in Towne, I met him (as he 
faid comming to waite on me in my Chamber,but being 2 good way from it,he de- 
fired me to go into his own Chamber being near at hand,and then began to dif- 
courfe of the prefent fufferings and afflictions of that Kingdom,and particularly of 
Religion, and how they were to expect no redrefle ( the Parliament in England 
intending, and the Scots refolving never to lay downe Armes untill the Catho- 
like Religion were fupprefled, thenhe likewife began to lay downe what danger 
it would be to fuffer fo many able men as was to go with them to depart the King- 
dome in fucha time, neither ( faith he ) doth their other Gent. that are Colo- 
nells, and my felfe affe& our owne private profit fo as to preferre it before the 
generall good of the Kingdome ; and knowing that you are well-affected there- 
unto, ( andl hope, faid he, ready xo putyour helping hand to it on occafion ) 
I will let you know the Refolution of thofe other Gent. and mine, which is if 
we are ready to raife our men, and after to feazeon the Caftle where there is 
Note. greatftore of Armes, and arme our felves there. This wasthe firft motion that 
I ever heard of taking the Caftle, for it never came into our thoughts formerly ; 
nor am J perfwaded never would, ifit had not proceeded from thofe Colonelis, 
who were the firlt mozioners.and contrivers thereof for ought knowne to me; 
and then to be ready to prevent and refift any danger that the Gentry of the 
Kingdome like thereof and helpe us, for we of our felves neither are able nor 
will doe any thing therein without their affiftance : I began according to the 
directions that was fent with me to approve of the Refolution, and alfo ro let 
him know how fure he might be of the affiftance of thofe of Ulfter ; then he told 
me that for my more fatistaction I fhould conferre with the reft of thofe Colo- 
nells themfelves, as many as are privie to the Action, and accordingly a place 
of meeting was appointed that after-noone, and onthe time and place appointed 
there met fir James himfelfe, Colonell Bourne, and Col, Pluxcket, and that for- 
mer difcourfe being renewed, they began to lay downe the Obftacles to that en- 
terprife, and how they fhould be redreffed. , f 
Firft, if there fhould warre enfue, how there fhould be money had tg pay 
the Souldiers. 
Secondly, how and where they fhould procure fuccour from forraign parts. | 
Thirdly, how to draw in the Pale Gentry. : 
Fourthly, who fhould undertake to furprize the Caftle, and how it fhould | 
be done: | 
To the firkt it was anfwered, That the Rents inthe Kingdome every where,not 
having refpect whofe they fhould be, due to the Lords and Gentry thereof, | 
fhould be collected to pay the Souldiers; and moreover they might be fure ( nay | 
that there was no doubt thereof) to procure money from the Pope, who gave | 
feveral! promifes formerly to my Lord of Tyrone, (in cafe he could make way te 
Note. come intoIreland ) to maintaine fix thonfand men yearely at his owne charge, 
and that notwithftanding that my Lord of Tyrone was dead, yet that he would 
continue the fame forwardnefle now. To the fecond it was anfwered by Colonell 
Bourse, that helpe from abroad could not faile them, for ( faid he ) Colonell o 
Neale told me that hehad or would procure in readinefle, (1 doe not remember 
Note which of thofe the Colonells fpoke, or whither he fpoke. pofitive, that Col. 0 
"Neale had the Armes, or would procure them ) Armes for ten thonfand x 
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And moreover ( faid he ) I make no great queftion that if we fend into Spaine 
we fhall not mifle of Ayde ; ferI being in London the laft yeare, in the Scots 
troubles, 1 was in conference with oneof the Spanifh Ambafladors there then, Note. 
and talking of their rroubles then a foote, he faid, that if the Irish did then rife to, 
and fend into Spaine, their Meffengers would be received under Canopies of 
guild ; thefe lalt words he told me, and fome one man of thofe that were prefent 
privately, whofe name I cannot call ro mind, ( neither well remember I. whether 
he fpoke to them al! or no.) Then it was’ thought that when they were both in 
Ames for defence:of the Catholike caufe, they would be fuccoured.by the Ca- Nos 
tholike Princes of Chriftendome. To the third ic was Anfwered by. Colonell ci 
Pluncket that he was.as morally certaine (for thofe were his words ) as he could 
be of any thing that the Pale; Gentry would joyne with them, and.affift them; 
for he faid I have {poke ro feverall of them {ince my landing in the, Kingdome, 
and I finde them very ready and willing, and withall I have at London {poke to 
fume of the Committees, and particularly to my Lord of Gormonftoneto letthem Nore 
know hisrefolution, and they approved of it very well, and withall, they knew ; 
of the former confulcations by thofe Gentry, told me by. Barnewall,~ For it, was 
faid but very fecretly, that the King did imthefe termes fay to Mr. Nicholas. Plunc- 
ket, one of the Irifh Committee thenin England, that af they Would flick tobim, Note 
be Would flick to them; this 1 heard I thinke from the faid John Barnewall, bur i 
in truth Lamnot fure whether from him or-no, but certaine I am thar he from 
whom I heard it did confidently report it. (All this was not done at. the fic mee- 
ting, butat three or foure meetings, and fo:on the laft meeting it, was. refolved 
to the laft doubt touching feizing the Caftle; That Colonel] Pluncker and Col, 
Barne (hould undertake that taske becaufe they were nearer to it then any other, 
| and alfo feize on all the Forts, Garrifons and other places where they thinke any 
| Armes fhould be, and in particular London Derry, which fhould be undertaken 
by thofe of Ulfter, And then there-wasa fet day appointed for the. execution 
thereof, chat was the fifth of the eafning Septemb. ( this being the latter end of 
| Auguft, or the beginning of Sepremb, Anno 1641. I doe not know whether ) 
; and every one fhould make provifion to. rife out that day, and they, were named 
thar fhould fir fuccour them that fhould take the Caftle. with men prefently, 
| namely fir James Dion, who did undertake to be with them within three ( or at 
the moft foure daies with one thoufand men, and. fo much more fhould come to 
them out of the North, for thofe two Colonels did not intend to.ufe above one 
| hundred menin the furprifall, whereof they were to have twenty good able Gen- 
tlemen ; for they made account that having the Caftle, they with, the Artillery 
| would matter ali the Towne untill they were releeved by. men from the Country; 
: and becaufe there was a dowbt made, how all this could be done.in fo fhorta 
time, they did appoint chat all that were there prefent fhould not fail to meet a- 
| gain there the 20. of September, to give an accompt-of all things.afwell hopes as 
| impediments, and if on that interview all things fhould happen, to be well, thar 
| they go forward, or if otherwife, to prolong the Execution of itto, more conve- 
nient time, and fo we parted, every man into the Country, abont his own taske, 
and I in my way home, camie to Mr. Reyes houfe,and’ there received.a Letter 
from Sir Phelim 6 Neale, that his Lady was dead,and-to be buried.on the Sunday

following; this being on the Satterday,and defiring mein all kindneffe to come to 
tne buriall; and Mr. Redy having received another Letter.to rhe fame effed, 
would needs have me go thither, (wherennto I was-very, unwilling, being wealy 
withall, not provided to goto fucha meeting ) afwell (faidhe ).to. preventany 
icaloufy from the Ladies friends, as alfo,to confer. with Sir Phefing touching al 
thefe proceeedings, (for neither he nor} did ever {peak with Sir Phelline con- 
serning thofe matters before) butto his Brother Ziyvlagh 6 Neale, and coming 
thither, we found Captain Bryam ¢ Neale, lately come outof the Low-Countrics,

into Armes, and that he would be with them on notice of cheir day ; the fame da 

or foon after it: and it was asked’of the faid Captain, what aide he conld fend 
or procure, being buta private Collonell, or where he could getany? he replyed 
that the faid Col: told him, that ‘he had fent to: feverall places that Summer to 
demand aide, and in particular to Cardinal Richelieu into France (to whom he 
had fent twice that year) and had comfortable’ and very hopeful promifes from 
them, and efpecially from that Cardizall on whom he thought the Collonell did 
moft depend, fo that there was no doubt to be made of fuccour from him, and 
efpecially when they had rifen out, that would .be a meanes to the Cardinalfto 
give aide : We did the more credit himin regard of the former Treaty between 


the faid Cardinal and the Earl of Tyrone, as formerly is faid ; for my own part, 


I did and dobeleeve that the Col: doth depend on France for aide, more then 
on any other place, afwell for thefe reafons , as alfo that Ever AfLacmahone for- 
merly mentioned told me, that prefently after the Ifle of Rees enterprize (he 
being then inthe Low-Country, did hear for certain that the Earl of Tyrone to~ 
gether with the Collonell did fend into France to the Marthall of France ( that 
was generall of the French Forces atthe Ifleof Ree") to deale with him for 
procuring of aide tocome'then for Zre/and, and that he received an anfwer from 
the faid Marfhall, that he was moft willing and ready to contribute his endéas 
vors for his furtherance therein, but that for the prefent he could not anfwer m 

Lords expectation, by reafon that the King had warres in Italy,which he thought 
would be at’an end within half a year or little mores and then my Lord fhonld 
not doubt of any thing that he could do for his affiftance, but thofe continueda 
great deal longer, fo for that time that enterprize faild : So after the Buriall was 
done, I gave thefe Gentlemen knowledge of whatI had done at Dublin, and 
how I was to retire thither; and then they began to think howto furprife London- 
Derry, they being near it, but could not then agree in the manner; and fo Sir 
Phelim defiréd me to take his hoafe in my way going to Dublin, and that I fhould 
havea refolution to carry with me touching London-Derry, and thereon I part. 
ed home ; but foon after came to Dublin, to the afore appointed meeting with 
thofe Collonells : But firlt, I took in my way Sir Phellim 6 Neales houfe tobe 
cettain what he had done’,'and his anfwer was, that. he knew that matters could 
not be put in execution by the 5. of October, as. was. appointed, and that they 
would make another longer day for it, and that he would provide for the taking 
of London-Derry by that day ; and fo F-came to: Dublin, to give an accompt of 
that was done, and alfo know what further fhould be done ¥ Iwas not two 
houres in my lodging, when Mr. AZoore came to ‘me (who knew ‘of what was 
done by thofe Colonells formerly from Col. Burne, and told me that the Meffen- 
ger fent to Colonel! Neale was come with anfwer, defiting us not to delay any 
time in rifing out, and to let him know of that day before-hand, and that ‘he 
would not faile to be with us within fourteen daies of that day with good ayde, 
alfo defiring us by any means to feaze the'Caftle of Dublin if we could, for he 
heard that there was great provifion in it for Warre, and Mr. Afeore moreover 
faid, that time was not to be over-flipped, and defired me to be very preffing with 
the Col. to go¢ on intheir refolution ; “bat on meeting the Col]. with them the 

were fallen fromtheir refolution, 'becaufe thofe of the Pale would doe nothing 
therein firft, but when it was done they would not faile to affift us; Col. Plunc. 
ket did affirme, and fo by feverall meetings it was refolved on by them to defift 
from that enterprize for that time, and to expe& a more convenient times but 
before that their refolution Sir Phelim@'O Neale, and the afore-faid Capt Brion OQ 
Neale followed me to Dublin (‘as they faid ) to affift and advife me how to pro- 
eéed with that'Colonell \( but neither they nor Mr. AZoore would be feene theres 
in themfelves tothofe- Gent ‘but would meet me privately, and know what was 
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done at every meeting, alleadging for excufe, that I being firft imployed in that 
matter, it would not'be expedient that they should be feeneinir. And moreover 
they would not know to be in the Towne but by a few of their friends, untilf 
they were ina manner ready to depart the Towne, at leaft as long asI was in 
Towne, for] lefc them there : But when I made them acquainted with their deter- 
mination of defifting from that .enterprife, they thought it convenient that we 
fhould meer with Mr. AZoore, and Col. Burne, to fee what. was further to be 
done concerning the. former intention of their owne, and accordingly we did 
fend to them that they {hould meetus, and on that meeting it was where was 
only Sir Phelim, Mr, Adore, Colonell Barne, Captain Neale and my felfe : after 
long debate it was refolved, that we with all thofe that were of our Faction 
fhould goe on with that determination that was fotmerly made, concluded to, to 
rife out ;. moreover to feize onthe Caftle (as the Collonells were purpofed, for 
if ic were not for their project and the advife fent by Col: 2-ale, we would 
never yenter to furprife ir, neither was it ever thought onin all the meetings and 
refolutions between, before that thofe Collonells did refolve on it ; but by reafon 
that the other Gent. that were privy to thefe proceedings Were not prefent, the 
certainty of the time, and the manner how to execute it, was put off to a further 
meeting in the country, and this was refolved in Dubliz on the Sunday at night 
being the 26.or .27. of Septem. and that meeting was appointed on the Saturday 
following,at AZac Collo mac Mohones houfe in Farney ia the county of Monaghan, 
and thereupon we all Jeft the Town,onely Sir Phelim ftayed about fome other his 
private occafions, but did affare his being there at that day ; and by reafon thar ar 
that meeting the Gent. of Leixffer could not be, confidering the remotenefle of 
the place from them, it was thought fit that Mr. Moore fhould there meet to re- 
ceive the finall refolution, and fhould acquaint them therewith - and in the mean 
time Colonell Burn, who had undertaken for Col. Plancker, (hould inform them 
all of the intention conceived,and difpofe them in readineffe again{t that day that 
fhould be appointed; on Saturday I came to Mr. Mae Mohones honfe, there met 
onely Mr. Mae Mobone himfelf, Captain Neale, Ever Mac Mohone, and my felf, 
(and thither that fame day came the Meflenger that was fent to Col. Neale, and 
did report the Colonells Anfwer, and advife verbatim, as I have formerly repear- 
ed from-Mr. Moore) and by reafon that Sir Phelim his Brother or Mr. Philip Relly 
that were defired to meet, did not meet,we {tayed that night to expec them, and 
that night I received a letter from Sir Phelim,intreating us by any m€ans Not to ex- 
pect him untill che Munday following, for he had nor could difpatch fome occa- 
fions meerly concerning him, but whatfoever came of them, he would not fail on 
the Munday, and the next day after receipt of the letter being Sunday ( by Mr. 
Moores advife) we depared from Col. A4ac Adahoues houfe, to prevent (as he 
faid ) the fufpition of the Englifh there ( many living neare to Longhroff in the 
County of Ardmaghto Mr. Torilagh O Neales houfe, not Sir Phelims brother, 
but fonne to Mr. Hexry O Neale of the Fires ) fonne in Lawto Mr. Afoore, aud 
left word that if Sir Phelim, or any of thofe Gens. .did come in the meane time 
they fhould follow us thither,( whether only went Mr. Moore, Captain O Neale 
and my felfe) and there we expected untill the Tucfday fubfequent, before any 
of thofe did come: Onthe Tuefday came Sir Phelim and Ever Mac Mahone, all 
the reft failing to come, Mr. Mac Mahones wife was dead the night before, 
which was thecanfe that he was not there, but gave his affent to what fhould 
be concluded to win therein, and execute what fhould be appointed him, and 
then we five, viz, Sir Phelim, Mr.. Moore, CaptaineO Deale, Ever Mac Ma- 
hone,and my felfe, affuring our felves that thofe Gent. abfent would both allow 
and joynesto what we fhould. determine, did grow into a finall refolution, 
grounding all or moft part of our hope and confidence on the fuccour from Col. 
Neale, to feaze onthe Caftle, and rife out allin one day, and the day was at 
pointe 
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pointed on the 23. of that moneth ( this being the fifth day of September, having 
regard therein to the day of the weeke whereon that day did fall, which was the 
Saturday, being the Market day, on which day there would be lefle notice taken 
of people up and downe the ftreets ; Then began a queftion who fhould be depu- 
ted for the furprifall of the Caftle, and then Mr. Moore faid he would be one of 
them himfelfe, and that Col. Barne fhould be another, and what other Gent. of 
Leinfter they could procure to joyne with them ; and feeing the Caftle had two 
Gates, the one the great, and the other the little Gate, going down to my Lord 
Lieutenants Stables, hard by which Stable without the Caftle was the Store-houfe 
for Armes, they of Leinfter would undertake one Gate, and that fhould be the 
little Gate, and the Gate fhould be undertaken by thofe of Ulfter, amd (faid he) 
of neceflity one of you both ( meaning Sir Phelim and me ) mult be there for the 
meere countenance ofthat matter, it being the glory of all our proceedings, and 
all that his fpeeches were well liked ofall prefent, but Sir Phe/im would be ex- 
empted from that imployment, and fo would I, bue then all of them fet on me, 
defiring me tobe one, alleadging for reafon that their proceedings and refoluti- 
ons were very honourable and glorious, it being for Religion, and for to procure 
more liberty for their Country, as did ( fay they ) of lace Scotland, and that in 
taking the Caftle confifted all the glory and honour of that faid AG, all 
which fhonld be attributed to them which fhould be imployed therein, and 
fo by confequence all of moft part to be there, being ( as they faid ) the 
chief. in that enterprife, and more, Sir Phelim faid, that he would endea- 
vour to take or procure others to take LONDON-DERRY the 
fame day , and if he fhould be away that place would not be taken: with 
thefe, and many other perfwafiens they obtained my confent, and then the Cap- 
taine offered himfelfe; they beganto thinke what number fhould be imployed in 
that Act, and they concluded on two hundred men, a hundred from each Pro- 
vince for thofe States which they feaze on: of which number Sir Phelim O Neale 
fhould fend forty with an able fufficient Gentleman to conduct them, and likewife 
Captaine Neal twenty, Mr. Colonell AZac Mahone, Mr. Reilly, ten more, and I 
(hould bring twenty two. Then begana doubt how they fhould raife thofe men,and 
convey them to Dublin without fufpition? and it was anfwered, that under pre- 
cence of carrying themto thofe Colonels that were conveying fonldiers out of 
the Kingdome, it might fafely be done ; and to that purpofe Sit Phelim O Neale, 
Mr. Afoore, and the Captaine had feverall blanke Patrents with deputations to 
make Captaines to thofe Colonells, which they fent to thofe Gentry that fhould 
fend men to Dublin: for the more colour they be thought of what was to be done 
in the Country that day, and it was refolved that every one privie to that matter 
in every part of the Kingdome fhould rife out that day, and feaze on all the 
Forts and Armes in the feveral! Counties, to make all the Gentry Prifoners, the 
more to aflure themfelves againft any averfe fortune, and not to kill any buc 
where of neceffity they fhould be foreed thereunto by oppofition { and that 
thofe chat were appointed for taking the Caftle fhould obferve ) and inparticu- 
lar the Gentry : all their Army in Ulfter to take that day London Derry, which 
Sir Phelim did undertake, and Kuockfergus which they thought Sir Henry 
Mac O Neale would doe, and to that end Sir Phelims brother Terlagh O 
Weale fhould be fent tothem; and the Nurie, which fhould be undertaken 
by Sir Conne Kenify , and his Brothers, for whom Sir Phelim (in regard they 


were his Brothers in Law, his deceafed Lady being their Sifter ) did undertake = _ 
Moreover it was agreed, that Sir Phelim, Mr. Rely, Mr. Collo Adac Atahone 


and my Brother fhould, with all the fpeed they could after that day, raife all rhe 
forces they could, and follow usto Dublin, but co arme the men and fuccour us, 
and defend and Garrifon the Towne and Caftle, and likewife Mafter A/oore 
fhould appoint Leinfter Gentry to fend like fupply of men. Then there was feare 
of the Scots conceived, that they thould prefently oppofe themfelves, and chat 
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that would make the matter more difficult,‘ and to avoyd which, danger, it was 
refolved onnotto meddle with them, or any thing belonging to them, and to 
demeane themftlves towards them as if they were of themfelves, which they 
thought would pacifie them from any oppofition, and if the Scots would not ac- 
cept of that offer of Amicy, but would oppofe them, they were in good hope 
to caufe a {tir in Scotland that might divert them from them,.and I beleeve the 
ground for that hope was, that two yeares before, in or about the beginning of 
the Scots troubles, my Lord of Tirone fent one Torilagh O Neale (a Priel ) 
out of Spaine, and that this I take it was the time thathe was in Treaty with 
Cardinall Richeliew to my Lord of eA;gile, to treat with him for helpe from my 
Lord, for himto comeinto Ireland as was fuid: for Marriage, between the faid 
Earle and my Lord of Argiles Daughter ( or Sifter, I know not which ) and chis 
Meflenger was in Ireland, with whom Mr. Torilagh O Neale, Sir Phelims Bro- 
ther had conference from whom this relation was had : that faid Meflenger wert 
into Scotland, as I did heare fromthe faid Mr. Neale, orfrom Emer Mac Ma- 
hone afore named ; 1 know not from which of them; but what he did there I 
couid never heare, by reafon that my Lord of Tyrone was prefently after killed: 
They were the more confirmed therein, hearing that my Lordof Argile did fay 
(neare onthe fame time asI ghefle, and when the Army was raifed in Ireland as 


Tthinke ) toa great Lady in Scotland, I know not her name, but did heare that 


fhe was much imbarked ia the troubles of that Kingdome ; then fhe queftioning 
how they could iubfift againft the two Kingdomes of England and Ireland, thar 
if the King did endeavour to ftir Ireland-apgainft them, he would kindle fuch a 
firein Ireland as would hardly or never be quenched : And moreover, they 


_ knew my Lord to be powerfuil with the Tanders, Red-fhankes in Scotlan f 


whom they thought would be prone and ready ro fuch A@ions, they for the moft 
part difcerided out of Ireland, ‘holding the Irith Language, manners ftill, and fo 
we parted. The next day being Wednefday, from Lough Roffe every man went a- 
bout his own task,and fo when I came home I acquainted my Brother with al that 
was done, and- what they had appointed himto doe, and did like according as 
they appointed me, fend to Mr. Rely to let him know as much, and the 18. of 
the fame moneth I began my Journey to Dublin, and when J came to Dublig 
( being the day before the appointed day of putcing that refolution in execution 
there, I met with Captaine (on O Neale, fent out of the Low Countries by 
Colonell O Neale,who was fent after the Meflenger fent by us formerly to the faid 
Colonell, was by him difpatched with his Anfwer ) to encourage us in our refo- 
lution, and to fpeedy performance, with aflurance of fuccour, which he faid 
would not faile of the Colonells behalfe, and for che more certainty of help from 
him, and to affare us that the Colonell had good hopes to procure ayde from o- 
thers ; he faid, that it was he himfelfe that was imployed from him to Cardinal! 
Richelien twice, that fome men who gave very faire promifes to aflure the Colo- 
nells expectation, with which he faid that the faid Colonell was really with him- 
felfe aflured of the Cardinals ayde; and that he was likewife commanded by the 
Colonel! upon our R efolution of the day to give notice thereof to him, and that 
he would be within fourteen daies over with them with ayde, but he landed nine 
or ten daies before, and mecting with Captaine Brian O Neale, who made him 
acquainted with what was refolved, he did write all the matter to Col. 0 Neale, 
fo as he was fure of his fpeedy comming ; and fo that Evening he and I came to 
meet the orher Gentry, and there were met Mr, Adoore, Col. Burne, Col. Plunc« 
ket, Captaine Fox, and other Leinfter Gentry, a Captaine I thinke of the Baries, 
bucIam not fure whether a Burne or Toole, and Captaine Bryan O Neale, and 
taking an accompt of thofe that fhould have been there, it was found that Sir 
Phelim O Neale, Mr. Col, Adac Mahone did faile of fending their men, and 


Col, Burne did miffe Sir A4orgas Kennanangh that had promifed himto be theres . 
ut 
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but he {aid he was fure he would nor faile to be that night or the next morning in 
Town, and of the two hundred men that was appointed there was only eighty 
prefent, yet notwithftanding they were refolved to goe on in their refolution, 
and-all the difference was at what time of the day they would fet on the Caftle; 
-and after fome debate it was refolved in the after-noone, and the rather hoping 
to meete the Col. therethen, for they faid, if they fhould take the Caftle, and 
be enforced by any extseamity for not receiving timely fuccour out of the Conn: 
try ( having them they could not want ) and fo parted that night, but to meete in 
themorning to fee further what wrs3o be done,; and immediatly thereon I came 
to my Chamber, and about. nine of the clocke Mr. AZoore, and. Captaine. Fox 
came tome and told meall was difcovered, and:thar the City was in Armes, and 
the Gates were fhut up, and fo departed from me, and what became-of them er 
of the reft I know not, nor thinke that they efcaped, but how and at what time I 
doe not know, becaufeI my felfe was taken that morning.

He faid Examinant fairh, That he thiskes here will be troub!é-chis day 
thronghour afl the Kingdom of Jre/and, and that allthe Fortificadoas of 
; Hh Ire= 
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Freland will be this day taken ashe thinkes: And he faith, that he thinkes that 
itis fo far gone by this time, thacall ?re/and cannot help it: He faich that he 
wastoldthis by Captain Bryan 0 Neale, He faith thac Captain Bryan ¢ Neale 
and Captain Hugh Birne, were defigned for furprifing the Caftle of Dublin « 
and thatif he, this Examinant were one for furprifing the Caftle of Dublin, 
thofe two Captains were principall therein. He faith the place of meeting was 
to be at the Examinants Lodging. He faith that twenty prime men ont of every 
County in Predand were tobe at Dablin this laft night concerning chat matter ; 


and that they were toconfult of it this Morning at the Examinants Lodging : 


Their Weapons were to be Swords and Skenes, and that the Captains that were 
raifing men in the Irifh Countries, were they that fhould fend men hitherto 
fecond the bufinefle.

R, Dillon, e4d. Loftus, I. Temple. Tho: Rotherhans, Robert Meredith, 

Hugh mac Mohone his Examination, the 22. of Adarch, 1641, 
E faith, that Sir Phelim ¢ Neale, the Lord Maguire, and Philip mac Hugh 
6 Relli, were the firft complotters and contrivers of the late Rebellion 
in Ireland. 

He further faith, that the faid Sic Phelim, the faid Lord Maguire, and the faid 
Philip mac Hugh o Relli, did tell him this Examinant, that all che parties who 
were * Parliament men atthe Seffion of Parliament holden about May laft,thac 
were Papifts, did know of the intended Rebellion in Jreland, and did approve of 
the faid Rebellion. 

He further faith, that Philip mac Hugh 6 Relly did tell to this Examinant about 
May laft at Dublin, that the Committee or Agents who were imployed into Eng- 
land by the Parliament, would procure an Order or Commiffion from the King, 
to Auchorize the Papifts of Jrefand, to proceed in their Rebellious. courfes, and 
that the faid Philip mac Hugh 6d Relly did alfo tell him the fame again in O@ober 
laft, in the County of Monoghan, alittle before the 23. of October ; at which 
time this Examinant came to this Town. 

He alfo faith, that Col: Mac Bryan mac Hone, upona Wednefday being the 
20. of October laft, did at his own houfe tell tothis Examinant, that the King 
had given a Commiffion to the Papifts of /re/ad, to feize upon all the Garrifons 
and {trong holds in Pre/and, and that this Examinant fhould fee the faid Commif- 
fion at his coming to Dublin, and that Captain Bryax 3 Neale, Grandchild to 
Sir Turloe wsac Henry fhould bring this Examinant tothe Agent, who was one 
ef the Committees that did bring the Commiflion out of England, but the A- 
gents name the {aid Col: #sac Bryan, did not, or could not tell him.

A orfervants of Bryan Afac Gwire Efquire, came to my Chamber in the 
Caltle of Eniskillin, inthe County of Fermanagh in Ireland, and after he indea- 
voured to bind me to kéepe fecret a matter of great concernment, which he faid 
he had to difclofe unto me, and particularly to conceale it from Sir Wiliam Cole, 
and all other Englifh-men.: He difcovered unto me that the Lord Mag wire, and 
the abovenamed Hugh Oge Mac Mahon, accompanied with fundry Irith-men 
of che Counties of Fermanagh and Monaghan, did take their lournies out of the 
faid Counties upon the nineteenth and twentieth dates of OGober, 1641. to the 
City of Dublin, with refolution and intent, to furprife and feaze upon his Ma- 
jelties Cadtle of Dubiin,and to murther *and kill his Highnefle Lords Jufticesand Note. 
Councell of the Kingdome of Ireland, and the reft of the Proteftants there ; and 
alfo to poffeffe themfelves of the City of Dublin, and to put all the Proteftants 
there likewife to the Sword, and that tothareftect ; there were other great men 
and others of the Papifts of that Kingdom to repaire unto,and meet them in Dub- 
lin.on Saturday 23, Octob. 1641. or there abouts.

Frée-holder-of that 
County came tothe faid Sir William the faid one and twentieth, of, O&ober in 
Anno 1641. declaring upon Oath, that the Plotfor thé furprifing of the Caftle 
and City of Dublin, the Gaftle of Eniskillin,.and all the Gaftles and ftrengths in 
Ireland ( which were in the poffeffion of Proreftants in-that Kingdomé, togethet Note. 
with fome further mifchiefe to be done to the Proteftants in-generall-) was to be 
putin full execution by the Papifts upon the.22. and 23..0f O@ober 1641 
throughout the faid Kingdome.:..And that Bryan Adac Coconnaught Mas Gwire 
Efquire, did fend himthe faid Flartagh Adac Hugh, to givé notice. and warning 
thereof, to the faid, Sir Wiliam Cole, whom he earneftly defired to beupon‘ his 
Guard, upon Friday the 22,.and Saturday the 23. ef October: 1641.:For the 
Lord ALagWire, who is gone with Mac Mabon, ( this Prifoner now at the Bar )

Caitle and City of Dublin, hath written his letters lately to Conn O Rourke, Owen

thefe parts; and hath appointed his Brother Rory Adac Gwire in his abfence to 


command the Irifh Papitts of chis County of Fernsanagh, for the furprifing of the 
Caftles and houfes of the Proteftants, and efpecially this Caftle and Towne of 
Eniskillin. And after he had ended this Relation, he requefted the faid fir wil: 
tam Cole and me, that his name fhould not be ufedas in difcovering of the faid 
evills, feat ic fhould prove his ruine and deftruction amoneft his Country men ; 
and thereupon he departed, promifing to returne with furcher Intelligence of 
the progreffe of that matter unto the faid Sir william Cole. 

Of all which the faid Sir Wiliam difpatched letters of notice unto the Lords 
Iuftices: and Councell of Ireland the fame day, and alfo gave notice by feverall 
other letters and Meflengers to his Neighbours, the undertakers, and ocher Pro- 
reftants in the feverall parts next adjoyning to him. 

And yet uponthe 23. of October 1641. Redmond Mac Rory Mac Mabon, 
( coufen German of the prifoner at the Bar) with armed multitudes and Collours 
difplayed, did enter into the Town of Clownis, in the county of Afonaghan, and 
poffefled themfelves of the Caftleand all other houfes there, and did rob and 
{poyle the Proteftants, viz. Hdward Aldrith E(quire and others, of all their mo- 
ney, plate, houthold-ftuffe, goods and chattels, within and without doores, as 
Robert Aldrith Gentleman, lobn Mac Reavy and others affirmed upon Oath, 
before the faid fir William Cole, 

And upon the 23. of O&ober 1641. or there abouts, Art Roe Afac Mahon 
Efquire, kinfman of the prifoner at the Bar, did furprife and feaze upon the 
Cattle, Fort, and Towne of Monaghan in the County of Monaghan, did rob, 
{trip and difpoile, hang and kill the Proteftants there 3 asnamely, Richard Blay- 
sey Efquire, a Parliament man, Luke WardGentleman and others, and did then 
alfoimprifon the Lady Blayney, wife of Henry Lord Blayney, and fome of her 
fervants and others Proteftants, aswas alfo affirmed upon Oaths of the perfons 
afore-{aid, before the faid fir william (ole. 

And Colonell Aflac Bryan, Atac Mahon of Fearney ( being the Earle of Efex 
his Lands in that County ) another kinfman of the prifoner at the Bar; did 
break out the fame tithe into open Rebellion in the faid County of Afonaghan, he 
being a Papift, and a. Member of the Parliament then in Ireland, as was alfo affir- 
by the perfons afore-faid upon Oath before the faid fir william Cole. 

And Neill Adac Kennay of the Troogh Efquire, another kinfnan of the pri- 
foner at the Bar, did rebel! the day aforefaid, in manner aforefaid, in the faid 
County of Monaghan, and did feaze upon the Caftle of Glosflogh, and imprifon 
Mr. Robert Barkelay'a Proteftant Minifter, and his wife, after he had robbed 
them of alltheir goods: he the faid Minifter and others did upon Oath alfo af- 
firme before the faid Sit william Cole, and’ Redmond Mae Mahon, coufen Ger- 
man of the/prifoner at the Bar, with Colours difplayed, and’ armed multitudes 
did upon the 18. day of December 1641. or there abouts, come with Rory Mae 
Gvwrire with armed men, in all tothe number of 1500. or there abouts, before 
the Caftle of Lifgoole in the County of Fermanangh in Ireland where they mur-

And alfo the fame. Rebells afterward, viz. upon the 25. of December, 164%. Of 
there abouts, after quartér given unto T40.

This proved upon Examination of Edmond Grace Rich: Fawcer,and divers other 
Engh:fh Proceftants (that were then prefent)upon oath before the faid Sit Willians 
Cole,whofe Examinations I did write,and did fee and hear the feveral examinants 
depofe the fame. And I did fec the faid Caftles on fire about the times aforefaid, 

And further I fay, that I have heard fundry credible perfons in Ireland relate, 

thatthe Roman Caiholiques in that Kingdome, did brag and report that they did 
deftroy 1520c0. Proreftants in the province of Ulfter, inthe beginning -of this Note. 
Jate Rebellion ; and the Examinations of fundry Englith and Scorch men prote- 
ftants (taken upon Oath at feverall times by Sir Willsans Cote a Ivftice-of Pesce 
in the County of Fermanagh in Ireland ) doth particularly thew the Aumber of 
764, Proteftants hanged, kild, burned, and drowned in that County by the Ré- 
bells there inthat Rebellion, befides many that were cucefi, touching whom no 
evidence could appeare. 

And it was averred npon the Oaths of Flartach mac Hygh, lobn Ove mac Hugh, 
and Terlagh Oge Mac Hugh betore the faid Sir Wiliam Cole, that 1 50. men were 
appointed to furprife the Cafthe of Eniskillin,under the leading of Dox Afagwire 
and Bryan Afac Rory, Mac Gwire, who wereto murther the faid Sir wikiam Note 
Cole and his wife, children and fervants, and throw them ever the wall into the ee 
River, and then to doe the like unto the Preteftants inthe Town and Corpora- 
tion of Eniskillin; for which fervice they were not only to have the fpoyle and 
riches of the faid Caftle end Town, but co have alfo the Barony of Clanawley 
granted and confirmed in Fee to them and their Heires from the fuid Lord Afze 
Gwire and his Hetres. And thefaid Den Mac Gyvire was for the fame taken (in 
February or March laft, or thereabouts by the faid Sir Liam Cole, to whom 
he confeffed upon his Examination, that he was to have firprifed and taken the 
Caftle and Town of Eniskillinthe 23.0f Octo.1641-. but denyed thar he had arly

The like was then attefted by Str William (ole, Sir William Hamilton, ‘Sir Arthur Loftus, Sir 
Charls Coot and others, upon oath at this Triall; and that che Izith Rebels did rip up divers Trith 
womens bellics grea: with childe, and toffe their Infants upon theit pikes, and throw them to 
their dogs to cat, ravifhed fome to death, buried others alive, drowned ethers; after quarter, and 
ufed unheard of cruelties of fundry kindes , without provocation, And yet now they. muft be 
reputed the Kings good fubje&s, and fent for over into Ezglaid to commit the like crueltics on 3 


us here; which fhould caufe all Englifh mens hearts and bloods to rife up for vengeance againft 
fuch blood-fucking Villains.

As foone'as I had that Intelligence, I then immediatly repaired ro the Lord 
Tuftices Palace, and thereupon we inftantly Aflembled the Councell, and having 
fate in Councell ail chat night, as alfo all the next day, the 23. of O@ober,. in 
regatd of thefbort time left us for the confulcation of fo great and waighty a 
matter: although it was not pofliblefor usupon fo few houres warning, to pre- 
vent thofe other great mifchiefes which were to be acted even at that fame houte, 
and at fo great adiftance asin all the other parts of the Kingdome ; yet fich-was 
our induitry therein, having that night caufed the Caltle to be that night 
ftrengthned with armed men, and the City guarded as rhe united councells. of 
thofe evill perfons ( by the great mercy of God to us ) became defeated, fo as 
they were not able to Act that part of their Treachery which indeed was princi- 
pall, and which ifthey could have effeCted would have ended the reft of their 
purpofes the more ealic. Having fo fecured the Caftle, we forth-with laid abent 
for the apprehenfion of as many of the offenders as we could, many of them ha- 
ving come to this City, but thar night intending ( irfeemes ) the next morning 
to AG their parts in thofe treacherous and blondy crimes, 

The firkt man apprehended was one Hugh Mac Mahone Efquice ( Grand-fonn 
to the Traytor irene } a Gentleman ofa good fortune in the County of Monog- 
han; who with others was taken that morning in Dublin, having at the time of 
their apprehension offered a little refiftance, with their fwords drawn; but find- 
ing thofe we imployed againft them morein number, and betcer armed yeilded : 
He upon his Examination before usat fidt denyed all, bur in the end when he 
faw we laid it home to him, he confelfed enongh tro deftroy himfelf, and impeach 
fome others, as by a Copy of his Examination herewith fent may appeare to your 
Lordfhip. We then committed him untill we might have further time te examine 
him againe, our time being become more needfull to be imployed in A@ion for 
feewring this place then in examining. 

This Mac Mahon had been abroad, and ferved the King of Spaine as a Lien- 
tenant Colonell. 

Upon conference with him and others, and calling to mind a Letter we recci- 
ved he weeke beforefrom fir William (ole, a Copy whereof we fend your Lord- 
thip, hereinclofed we gathered that the Lord MagWire ( was to be an AGor in 
furprifing the Caftle of Dublin ; wherefore we held it neceflary to fecure:him 
immediatly, thereby alfo to ftartle and deter the reft when they found him faid 
faft: his Lordfhip obferving what we had done, and the City in Armes, fled 
from his Lodging early before day ( it feemes ) difguifed, for we had laid.a watch 
about his Lodging, fo as we thinke he could not paffe without difgnifing hinifelfe , 
yet he could not get forth of the City, fo furely guarded. were all the gates. 

There were found at his Lodging hidden fome Hatchets with the Helves new- 
ly cut off clofe to the Hatchets, and many .Skeines, and fome Hammers; In:the 
end the Sheriftes of the City, whom we imployed in ftri@ fearch of his Lordthip, 
found him hidden in a Cockloft, in an obfcare houfe farre from his Lodging, 
where they apprehended him, and brought him before us. 

He denyed all, yet fo as he could not deny buthe had heard of it inthe Coun- 
try, though he would not tellus when or from whom; and confefled that he 
had not advertifed us thereof as in duty he ought to have done. But we were fo 
well fatisfied of his guilt by all circumftances, as we doubted not upon furches 
Examination when we could beable to {pare time for it,finde it apparent; where- 
fore we hold it of abfolute neceffity to commit him clofe prifoner, as we had for- 
merly done, Mac Mahone and others, where we left them on the 23. of this 


moneth in the morning, about the fame houre they intended to have been Mer 
fters of that place, and this City. _ 


That. 
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That morning alfo we laid wait for all thof Strangers that came the night before to 
Town, and fo many were apprehended, whom we finde reafon to belive to haye hands 
in this Confpiricy, as we wete forced to difperfe them into feverall Goales ; and wee 
fince found that there came many Horfemen intothe Suburbs that night, who findine 
the Plot difcovered, difper(t themfelves immediate] : % 

Whenthe houre approached , which was defigned for furprizing the Caftle, great 
numbers of Strangers were obferved to come to Town in Steat parties feverall wayes, 
who not finding admittance acthe Gates, ftaid inthe Suburbs,and there grew numerous, 
to the terrour of the Inhabitantss ;: we therefore to help that, drew up, and inftantly 
figned a Proclamation, commanding all men, not dwellers in the City or Suburbs, to 
depart within an houre upompaine ofdeath, and mate it alike penall to thofe that 
fhould harbour them; which Proclamation the Sheriffe immediatly proclaimed in all 
the Suburbs by our commandement, which being accompanied with the example and 
terrour of the committal! of thofe ewo eminent men and other, occafioned the depar- 
ture of thofe multitudes : And inthiscafeall our lives aad fortunes, and above all; his 
Majefties Power and regal! Authority Being ftill at the ftake, we mutt vary from or- 
dinary proceedings, not onely in executing Martiall Law as we {ee caufe, bue alfo 
in putting fometothe Rack tofinde out the bottome of this Treafon,and all the Con. 
trivers thereof; which wee forefce will not otherwife be done. Sr aT : 

On that 22 day ofthis Moneth, we conceiving that as foone asic fhould be known, 
that the Plot for feizing Dublin Caftle was difappointed’, al! the Confpiratos in the 
remote parts, might be fomewhat difhearcned; as on the other fide; the good Subjects 
would be comforted,;and would then with the more: confidence ftand on their ouard 
did prepare to fend abroad to all parts of the Kingdom this Proclamation, which we 
fend you herein inclofed, and fo having provided that the City and Caftlefhould bee 
fo well guarded, as upon the fudden wee could provide, wee cOncluded that long con-

On Saturday at twelve of the clock at night, the Lord Blaney came to Towh, and 
brought us the ill newes of the Rebels feizing with 200 men his Houfe (at Caftle 
Blainey, in the Countey of Monoghan, and his wife, children, and fervants; asalfo a 
Houfe of the Earle of Effexs called Carrickmacroffe with 200 men, and a houfeofSir 
Henry Spotwords in the fame County with 209 men, where there being a little Plan- 
tation of Brittifh they plundered the Town and divers houfes,and it fince appeares that 
they burnt divers other Villages, and robbed and {poyled many Englifh and none but 
Proteftants, leaving the Englith Papifts untouched as wellas che Irith. 

On Sunday morning at three of the clock , wehad intelligence from Sir Arthur Tir- 
ringham,cthat the Irith inthe Town had that day alfo broken up the Kings ftore of Arms, 
and Munition at Vewry, where the ftore for Arms hath been ever fince the Peace, and 
where they found threeftore and ten barrels of Powder, and armed themfelyes, and 
put them under command of Sir Con- Magenis Knight, and one Cerly a Monke, and 
plundered the Englifh there; and difarmed the Garrifon And this chough to much, is 
all that we yet heareis done by them. 

However wee fhall ftand on our guard the beft we may to defend the Caftle and 
City principally , thofe being the peeces of mokt importance: But if the Confpiracie 
be fo univerfall as Lac ALahoun faith,in his Examination it is, namely, that all che 
Counties of the Kingdome have con{pired in it, which wee admire fhould {0 fal! out in 
this time of univerfall peace,and carried with that fecreffe thar none of rhe Englith could 
have any friend amongft them to difclofeit ; then indeed we fhall be in high extremi- 
ty,and the Kingdomin the greateft danger that ever ic underwent,confidering our want 

. of men, money,and armes, to enable us to encounter great multitudes as they can 
make, if all fhould fo joyne againft us: the rather becaufe we haye pregnant caufeto 
doubre that the Combination hath taken force by the incitement of Iefuics, Preifts  Nores 
and Fryars. 

Allthe hope we have here is that the old Englith of the Pale, and fome other Parts, 
will continug conftant to the King in their fidelity asthey did in former Rebellions. ‘ 
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Note, 
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And now inthefe ftreights,we much under God depend on aide forth of Exg/and for 

ur prefent fupply with all {peed, efpecially money we having none; and Armes which 

we fhall exceedingly want, without which we are very doubrfull what account wee 
fhall give to the King of his Kingdome. 

But if the Confpiracy be only of AZac Gaire and fome other Irifh,of the kindred and 
friends of the Rebell Tyrone, and other Irifh in the Counties of Down, Monaghan, 
Cavan, Termanagh, and eArmagh, and nogenerall revolt following thereupon, we hope 
then to make head againftthem inateafonable meafure , if we be enabled with money 
from thence, without which we can raife no forces ; fogreat is our want of moneys ag 
wehave formerly written, and our debt fo greatto the Army ; nor is money to be bora 
towed here,and if ic were,we could engageall our eflates for it; neither have we any 
hopeto getinhis Majefties Rents and Subfidies in thefe difturbances, which addes ex-« 
treamely to our neceffities. 

On Sunday morning the 24, we met again in Councell, and fent toall parts of the 
Kingdome theinclofed Proclamation, and iffued Pattents to draw hither feven horfe 
Troopes, as a further ftrength to this place, and to be with us, in cafe the Rebels fhall 
make head, and march hitherward , foas we may beneceffitated to givethem Battell; 
we alfo then fent away our Letters to the Prefidents of both the Provinces of Manfter 
and Conaught : and we likewife then fent Letters tothe Sheriffes of the five Counties of 
the Pale, to confult of the beft way and meanes of their one ; That day the 
Lord Vifcount Fitzwilliam, and the Lotd of Howth, and fince the Earle of Kildare ; 
Trigall,and the Lerds of Dunfany and Slane, all Noble men of the Englith Pale, came 
unto u’, declaring that they then,and not before,heard of the matter, and profeffed all 
Loyalty to his M aje(ty, and concurrence withthe State 3 but faidthey wanted Armes, 
whereof they defired to bee fupplyed by us, which wee told them we would willingly 
doe, as relying much on their faithfulnefle to the Crown ; but wee were not yet cer- 
taine whether or no we had enough to Arme our ftrength, for the Guard of the City 
and Cafile,yet weiupplyed fuch of themas lay in moft danger,with a {mall proportion 
of Arms and Ammunition for their Houfes, left they fhould conceive we apprehended 
any jealoufie ofthem : And wee commanded them to be very diligent in fending our 
Watches, and making all the difcoveries they could,and thereof to advertife us,which 
they readily promifed co doe. 

And if it fallout that the Irifh generally rift, which we have caufe to fufpeét, then 
we mutt of neceffity put Armes intothe hands of the Englifh Pale in prefent , and to 
others as faft as wee can, to fight for defence of the State and themfelves. 

Your Lordfhip now fees thecondition wherein we ftand , and how neceflary it is 
firft that we enjoy your prefence fpeedily for the better guiding of thefe and other the 
publike affaires of the King and Kingdome : and fecondly, that the Parliament there be 
moved immediately to advance tousa good fim of money , which being now fpeedily 
fent hither, may prevent the expence of very much Treafure and blood in a long conti- 
nued warre: and if your Lordfhip fhall happen co ftay on that fide any long time, we 
mutt then defire your Lordfhip to appoint a Lievtenant Generall to difcharge the great 
and weighty burthen of commanding the Forces here. 

Amidtt thefeconfufions and ditorders fallen upon us, we bethought us of the Parlia- 
ment which was formerly adjourned to November next, and the Terme now alfo ac 
hand, which will draw fuch a concourfe of people hither,and give opportunity, under 
the pretence of affembling and caking new councells, feeing the former feemes to bee 
in fome part difappointed, and of contriving further danger to this State and people; wee 
haye therefore found it of unayoydable neceffity to prorogue the Parliament to the 24 
day of February next,and therefore we doe by Proclamation prorogue it accordingly, 
and to direé&t the Term to beadjourned to the arf of Hillary Terme, excepting only the 
€ ourt of Exehequer for hafting in the Kings money if it be poffible. 

We defirethat upon this occafion , yourLordfhip will be pleafed to view our letters 
concerning the Plantation of (enanght dated the 24 of April laft,directed to Mr Scere- 
tary Vane in that part thereof, which concetnes the County of AZonaghan, where now 
chefe fires do firft break out. . Ta 
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Inthe laft place,we muft make known to your Lordfhip,that theAtmy we have con- 
fifting but of 2000 foot and a rogo horfe,are fo difperfed in Garrifons in feverall parts 
of the foure Provinces for the fecurity of tho parts,as they continually have been fince 
they were fo reduced, as ifthey be all fent for tobe drawn together, not only the places 
whence they are to bee drawne, and for whofe fafery they lie there, muft be by 
their abfence diftreffed ; but alfo the Companies themfelves comming in fo {mall 
numbers may bee in danger to be cut off in their March ; nor indeed have weany 
mioney to pay the Souldiers to enable them to March. And fo we take leave and re-

What encoutagmient thefe Con{piratours had fromXome;to proceed onin this defign 
(after it was in part prevented) will evidently appeare by thefe three Letters written 
from thence to the Lord Afac Guire, and Sit Phelym Oxeale in. ith, intercepted 
by, the Lords Iuttices in Jreland, and fent over (thus truly tranflated)into England,toge- 
ther with a Letter A4ay, 44.1642. In which we may clearely difcover, that Cardinall 
Barbarino who was {o intimate with Windebanke, and held correfpondency with him 
and the Englith Papifts; had a great hand in plotting this long intended Rebellion; 
and was privy to it ere it brake forth.
